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Hurricane slams Haiti, toll rises 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) — Hurricane 
Allen, line of the most dangengis storms ever 
in the eastern Caribbean, slashed at Haiti's 
southern coast Tuesday night and then 
headed for Jamaica with its deadly winds 
hitting 272 kilometres an hour. 

At least two people were reported killed in 
Haiti, which shares the island of Hispaniola 
with the Dominican Republic. 

The storm claimed 16 lives Monday in a 
devastating blow at the tiny island of St. 


Lucia. Eight deaths had been reported ear¬ 
lier, and officials said eight more bodies 
were found Tuesday in the towns of Soufriere 
and Choiseul. 

A radio distress call said two people 
perished when a boat capsized in the wind- 
tossed harbor of Port au P-rince, the Haitian 
capital, as the eye of the storm swept within 
32 kilometres of Haiti's southwestern coast. 

Haiti's national radio said there was 
heavy damage in the coastal cities of Les 


Cayes and Jacmel and it was feared there 
were some deaths. It said the roofs of many 
of the building in Les Cayes blew away, 
roads were washed out and there was heavy 
flooding. 

An official at the agricultural ministry in 
Port au Prince said it was believed that the 
Coffee crop, a major source of income for 
Haiti, had been virtually destroyed. 

In Ottawa, an external affairs spokesman 
said the Canadian embassy in Barbados 


reported Tuesday that there was no word of 
deaths or injuries to Canadians on that island 
or on St. Lucia. 

Jamaica is expected to receive the full 
force of the hurricane early today, and 
Prime Minister Michael Manley went on 
national radio and television Tuesday night, 
urging residents in low-lying areas to “move 
out now." He added, "1 ask for God's bless¬ 
ing for this night." ^ 

Forecaster Miles Lawrence at the U.S. 


National Hurricane Centre in Miami. Fla . 
said the possibility of the hurricane hitting 
the United States was “something we won't 
know about for two or three days." 

Miami is about 920 kilometres north- 
northwest of Kingston, and Cuba lies be¬ 
tween Jamaica and Miami. 

At 9 p.m. EDT, the U.S. National Weather 
Service in Miami said the “one in-a-century 
type storm” was less than 32 kilometres

U.S. sets free 1,71 
detained Iranians 



NEW YORK (AP) — The 
171 pro-Khomeini Iranians 
held in a federal prison 
since demonstrations last 
week in Washington were 
freed Tuesday night and 
came to New York City for 
Islamic prayer services. 

"There is no longer any 
reason to hold these indi¬ 
viduals," said Henry 
Dogin, district director of 
the Immigration and Natu¬ 
ralization Service in New 
York. “They are legally 
and lawfully” in the United 
States. 

The four busloads of Ira¬ 
nians arrived at the Is¬ 
lamic Seminary in New 
York and were greeted by 
supporters bearing a post¬ 


er of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. 

As the men filed off the 
buses and entered the red- 
brick mosque, some 
brushed their hands over 
Khomeini's picture. 

Some shouted "Long live 
Khomeini” and some 
youths in a crowd of about 
50 neighborhood residents 
shouted "Let our people 
go," a reference to the 52 
U.S. hostages still being 
held in Iran. 

Four Iranians who had 
been in hospital because of 
the hunger strike were re¬ 
leased in satisfactory con¬ 
dition and accompanied the 
others to New York, prison 
officials said. 


Authorities took 172 men 
to a federal prison at Otis- 
ville, N.Y., and 20 women 
to a jail in. New York on 
Friday, after they were ar¬ 
rested on disorderly con¬ 
duct charges during a dem¬ 
onstration in Washington, 
D C-, on July 27. The char 
ges were dropped, but the 
group was transferred to 
the custody of the Immi¬ 
gration and Naturalization 
Service and the Bureau of 
Prisons to see if all had 
valid visas. 

Dogin said that of the 172 
taken to Otisville, 168 were 
students with legal visas, 
two were legal permanent 
residents and one was a 
legal visitor. 
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Belgian states set up 


BRUSSELS (Reuter) — The Belgian 
parliament Tuesday granted partial au 
tonomy to the country's rival Dutch- and 
French-speaking regions. 

The bill establishes regional assemb¬ 
lies and executives in Dutch-speaking 
Flanders and French-speaking Wallonia. 

The contentious issue of the status of 
Brussels, a mainly French-speaking city 


with a powerful Flemish minority and 
destined to become a third semi-au- 
tonomous region, will be decided in 1982. 

The nqw regional bodies will control 
cultural matters, public health, roads 
and urban projects. Major decisions on 
financial policy, as well as military, 
legal and educational affairs will remain 
in the hands of the central government. 
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Alcan bows to court , 
increases river flow 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The Aluminum Co. of Can 
ada began discharging more water into tjie Nechako 
River on Tuesday after being told by the B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court to obey a federal fisheries department 
order. 

The decision, rendered in Vancouver by Mr. Justice 
Thomas Berger, increases water flow through the Skins 
Lake spillway south of Burns Lake into the salmon river in 
central B.C., an Alcan spokesman said. 

Alcan lawyers were considering what action to take. 

Berger’s decision, taken after Alcan and the fisher¬ 
ies department quarrelled over how much water was 
necessary in the Nechako to protect migrating and 
spawning salmon, ordered the company to obey dis¬ 
charge rates set by the department. 

Alcan, which uses diverted water from the Ne¬ 
chako to produce hydroelectricity for its smelter at Kiti- 
mat, had argued that the 600 cubic feet a second it was 
allowing through the spillway was enough to protect 
the fish. But the government said 8.000 was required to 
ensure no harm came to the salmon through warm 
water. 

Berger said disputes over natural resources were 
not easily resolved, but "someone must have the power to 
determine the discharges of water that will be neces¬ 
sary." 

“The question is whether the minister or Alcan should 
exercise that power. The minister represents the pub¬ 
lic interest. The power must ultimately be his.". 

The judge said he did not consider Alcan’s decision 
last week to ignore the federal order a flouting of the 
law because the company's lawyers had advised that the 
order was unconstitutional. 

"I have reached the conclusion, however, that Alcan 
must obey. There will be an order directing Alcan to 
comply with the minister's directives.” 

Berger called the 8,000 feet a second "reasonable," 
in that it went no further than what was thought to be suffi¬ 
cient to protect the fish. He said if further evidence indi¬ 
cated the water flows demanded by the government 
were not necessary, the order could he abandoned. 

The judge called the case “a classic case of conflict 
over resource management in a federal system.” 

Alcan had been given a licence to impound the head¬ 
waters of the Nechako—the Fraser River's second-lar¬ 
gest tributary—by the province in 1950, but Fisheries 
Minister Romeo I.eBlane had concluded that not enough 
water was being released to protect salmon. 

The judge said he did not agree with Alcan's argu¬ 
ment that Parliament had usurped the role of the courts 
by giving the fisheries minister power, to determine the 
limits of federal jurisdiction. 

On the other hand, the minister could do things 
necessary to protect the fishery but could go no fur¬ 
ther. 

Under the federal order, the government had ordered 
Alcan to release 8,000 cubic feet a second of water 
through the spillway into the upper Nechako until Aug. 20. 
The order called then for a decrease to 1,100 cubic feet 
until March 31,1981, followed by an increase to 2,000 cubic 
feet until June 30,1981. 

But the company instead increased the flow to 7,000 
cubic feet until July 27 and then cut down to 600 cubic 
feet, arguing that the large volumes were not needed be¬ 
cause water temperatures were dropping and the threat 
to fish was gone. The fisheries department was unduly 
alarmed, the company argued. 

About one million sockeyc salmon use tributaries 
of the Nechako for spawning and rearing and fisheries sci¬ 
entists say the river has a potential of five to six million 
sockeye. About 1,000 chinook salmon also spawn in the Ne¬ 
chako. 


Manpower was front for recruiter 


OTTAWA (CP) — Manpow¬ 
er counsellor Bruce Ennis has 
been cited for naked abuse of 
his government position after 
he tried to recruit unemployed 
job-seekers to sell Amway 
beauty products for his person¬ 
al financial gain. 

The comment is contained in 
a decision by the Public Service 
Staff Relations Board dismiss¬ 
ing an appeal by the Toronto 
counsellor against a three-day 
suspension imposed on him 
after an unemployed man told 
Ennis' superiors what he was 
up to. 

THE DECISION, written by 
deputy chairman David Kates, 


contains a strong condemnation 
of the Ennis scheme and urges 
the government to be aggres¬ 
sive in issuing conflict-of-inter¬ 
est guides to public servants. 

Kates said unemployed citi¬ 
zens, many of them desperate, 
were entitled to an assurance 
that private, confidential infor¬ 
mation they gave to employ¬ 
ment counsellors would not be 
used for personal gain. 

“Mr. Ennis' activities in ex¬ 
ploiting that information for his 
personal advancement 
amounts in my view to a blatant 
and naked abuse of the trust 
inherently attached to his posi¬ 
tion," the Kates report said. 


WHEN THE unemployed 
man, Michael Bartly, went to a 
Canada Employment and Im¬ 
migration Commission office 
seeking a job last September. 
Ennis told him there were no 
vacancies in his field of exper¬ 
tise—sales—in the town of Mid¬ 
land, Ont., where he wanted to 
work. 

However, Ennis handed him 
a business card containing his 
own name, a telephone number 
at the government manpower 
office and the date and place of 
a meeting at which he could 
find out about an unspecified 
“business opportunity." 

IT TURNED out that Ennis 


was recruiting distributors of 
Amway products for the beauti¬ 
cian and related industries. 
Ennis would receive a commis¬ 
sion from sales made by any 
distributors he recruited. 

Feeling he had been de¬ 
ceived, Bartly left the meeting 
early and reported the incident 
to managers at the manpower 
office. 

As a taxpayer, he said, he 
felt it was wrong for an official 
to use government time and 
facilities for personal gain. 

"I strongly object to this 
type of handling of anyone and 
feel that Bruce Ennis is affect¬ 
ing the integrity of the manpow ¬ 


er organization by soliciting 
people who come to manpower 
for assistance and are subject¬ 
ed to a cheap scheme of this 
sort,” Bartly wrote in a state¬ 
ment describing the events. 


KATES NOT only refused to 
overturn the suspension im 
posed on Ennis, he suggested 
three days was a lenient pun¬ 
ishment. 

In addition, Kates expressed 
concern that Ennis failed on the 
witness stand during the hear¬ 
ings on his case "to acknowl 
edge or recognize that he com 
milted any wrongdoing at all." 



Billy golfs while brother sweats 

Jimmy wins 
public nod, 
Billy to tell 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The White House said Tues¬ 
day that President Jimmy 
Carter's report on the Billy 
Carter affair won praise 
from the American public. 

And Billy, the president's 
brother, announced that he 
would disclose to U.S. Sen¬ 
ate investigators what he 
did with money he received 
from Libya. 

Although White House 
counts showed the public 
response to the president's 
report to the Senate and a 
news conference Monday 
on the Billy affair to be 
largely favorable, the key 
question was the effect on 
the Democratic national 
convention delegates com¬ 
mitted to President Carter. 
They will not be heard from 
until next week, when the 
party meets in New York 
City to choose its presiden 
tial nominee for the No¬ 
vember U.S. election. 

The White House rush to 
produce the 99-page, 13,- 
006-word report on what 
Carter and his aides knew 
about Billy Carter's ties 
with the radical Libyan 
government, and when 
they knew it, was geared to 
putting the president's case 
before a special Senate 
subcommittee. 

The subcommittee is in¬ 
vestigating Billy's ties to 
Libya and is trying to de¬ 
termine whether the White 


House interfered in the 
U.S. justice department in¬ 
vestigation of Billy 
Carter’s relations with the 
Libyan regime. 

At his news conference, 
the president said no one in 
his administration sought 
to manipulate the justice 
department investigation, 
which led July It to Billy 
Carter’s registration with 
the department as an agent 
of the Libyan government, 
and he insisted that his 
younger brother did not in 
fluence policy toward the 
radical North African 
country. 

Tuesday, Billy Carter 
told reporters in Americus. 
Ga., that he did not plan to 
make public his disposal of 
the Libyan money, which 
he said was an instalment 
on a half-million-doMar 
loan, although he said he 
would tell the Senate inves 
tigators what he did with 
it. 

The Atlanta Journal re¬ 
ported that Billy used part 
of the money to pay $15,000 
in back taxes to the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Service and to 
repay a $25,000 loan. The 
president’s brother refused 
to comment on the news 
paper report, but said he 
would tell the Senate sub¬ 
committee how he spent 
the money if he was asked. 
He said he would not make 
the information public.

Big Apple yellow 
has four wheels 
and bites tourists 

NEW YORK (AP) — Foreign tourists in Manhattan 
run about a 60 per cent risk of being cheated by unscru¬ 
pulous licensed taxi drivers, city officials said Tues¬ 
day. 

The city decided to check on the honesty of its cab¬ 
bies to protect visitors at the height of the tourist 
season, including delegates to next week’s Democratic 
National Convention. 

In a random check of 51 medallion cabs, the yellow 
taxis licensed to solicit fares, a squad of investiga¬ 
tors from 20 city agencies turned up 31 complaints. 

In one incident, two investigators posing as tour¬ 
ists were picked up at a hotel and taken on what 
amounted to a tour of Manhattan for a total charge of 
$132, including $51 for a bridge toll that actually 
cost $1. The total charge for the trip by the shortest 
route should have been $12. 

Six of the drivers face arrest and prosecution for 
flagrant overcharges, including one also accused of 
sexual abuse of an undercover female investigator, 
said Investigation Commissioner Stanley N. Lupkin. 

The city wide investigation was conducted bylcams of 
a men and women working in pairs and posing as 
foreigners unable to speak English. All were given a week 
of training in acting and obtaining evidence, and in some 
cases concealed infra-red motion picture cameras re¬ 
corded the ripoffs on film. 

The taxis picked for testing were hired, in most 
cases, at airport terminals or midtown hotels patron¬ 
ized by well-heeled visitors. 

Jay Turoff, chairman of the taxi licensing com¬ 
mission, and Lupkin joined in telling reporters at a 
news conference in Turoff’s office that the results of the 
joint investigation "should not be viewed as an indictment 
of the entire taxi industry." 

Turoff said there was an “overwhelming predomi¬ 
nance of helpful, courteous drivers” in the industry 
who often went out of their way to help and protect 
their riders.

1951. That storm, called 
Charlie, killed more than 
150 people, caused severe 
damage in Kingston and 
destroyed the city of Port 
Royal. 

No hurricane has been 
more potentially destruc¬ 
tive than Allen since Hurri¬ 
cane Camille caused widc- 
spread death and 
destruction along the U.S. 
Gulf Coast in 1969. 

Prime Minister Michael 
Manley of Jamaica issued 
a hurricane warning, or¬ 
dered all fishermen back to 
port, and told the people lo 
listen to radio reports on 
the storm. Manley’s gov¬ 
ernment declared what it 
called a “red alert," mean¬ 
ing the hurricane was ex¬ 
pected to hit Jamaica with¬ 
in 2-t hours. 

Ralph Brown, minister 
for local government, said 
the first effects of Allen 
should be felt at about 3 
a m. EDT today if the 
storm continued on its cur¬ 
rent course and speed. 

Air Jamaica, the nation¬ 
al airline, cancelled flights 
scheduled for Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon and Wednesday to 


Miami, although interna 
tlonal airports at Kingston 
and Montego Bay re¬ 
mained open. 

A hurricane warning also 
was issued for the south¬ 
western peninsula of Haiti 
Gale warnings were in ef¬ 
fect for the southern.sec¬ 
tions of the Dominican Re¬ 
public. 

In addition to the deaths 
on St. Lucia, Allen caused 
extensive damage Monday 
on the island nation of 115,- 


M9 people. Roofs were 
ripped off numerous build¬ 
ings. Including the main 
hospital. Utility lines and 
trees were Mown down. Of 
fkials said they were in the 
midst of “a national disas¬ 
ter." Communications re¬ 
mained cut off from St. 
Lucia on Tuesday. 

Officials in Barbados,

350 
kilometres away, received 
gusts up lo 112 kmh that

Jerusalem remains snag 


JERUSALEM (AP) — 
The Israeli government 
said Tuesday it was pre¬ 
pared to discuss Jerusalem 
with Egypt, but reaffirmed 
Israel's position that the 
city will not be a part of a 
Palestinian autonomy plan 
for Israeli-occupied Arab 
territories. 

Responding to the Israeli 
statement, Egyptian For¬ 
eign Minister Kamal Has- 
san Aly declared in Cairo 
that Jerusalem "is part of 
the autonomy talks.” Aly 
also told reporters that the 
talks, suspended by Egyp¬ 
tian President Anwar 
Sadat, are unlikely to be 
resumed soon. 

In a statement author¬ 
ized by the government, Is- 
raeli foreign ministry 
spokesman Yoram Ben- 
Zeev said Israel is not 
backing down from its po- 


sitionthatJerusalem’slOO,- 
000 Arab residents are not 
involved in an autonomy 
plan. They also would be 
barred from voting for a 
Palestinian council that 
would represent Arabs on 
the West Bank of the River 
Jordan and in the Gaza 
Strip, both Israeli-occupied 
territories, the spokesman 
said. 

Sadat delayed the talks 
on Palestinian self-rule in 
Israeli-occupied territory 
to await Israeli clarifica¬ 
tions on the Jerusalem law 
passed by the Israeli par¬ 
liament last week by an 
overwhelming majority. 
The law made all Jerusa¬ 
lem capital of the Jewish 
state. 

Egypt has attempted to 
have Jerusalem included in 
discussions on setting up 
self rule for the 1.2 million 


Palestinians in the occu¬ 
pied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

Israeli Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin, replying 
to a letter Sadat sent him 
Sunday, drafted a message 
that was reported to have 
reviewed Israel’s positions 
in the autonomy talks and 
detailed what Israel called 
Egyptian deviations from 
the Camp David frame¬ 
work agreement outlining 
the autonomy scheme. 

The content of the letter 
was not disclosed, but In¬ 
terior Minister Yosef Burg, 
the chief Israeli autonomy 
negotiator, said it "did not 
close anydoors.” 

In Cairo, an Egyptian 
government spokesman 
said Sadat would deliver “a 
message to the world” 
today from a retreat at the 
foot of Mount Sinai in the

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Fascist suspect 
in Italian blast 


Another 29 dead 
since Sunday 
in El Salvador 


ROME (UPI) - Italian 
police sources said Tues¬ 
day a fugitive rightist ex¬ 
tremist thought to be living 
in France was their prime 
suspect in the bombing of 
the Bologna train station 
that killed 77 people. 

Prime Minister France¬ 
sco Cossiga, who met with 
his cabinet and top secur¬ 
ity officials to discuss the 
case, said in a communique 
that the government con¬ 
sidered “the fascist ex¬ 
treme right” responsible 
for the massacre. 

The police sources iden¬ 
tified the man as Marco 
Affatigato, who they said 
had close ties with another 
rightist extremist who is 
facing trial on charges of 
planting a bomb that killed 
12 passengers on a train 
near Bologna in 1974. 

They said Affatigato re¬ 
sembled a man witnesses 
sail) they saw in the sta¬ 
tion's waiting room shortly 
before the bombing Satur¬ 
day. 

Last June, when an Ita- 
via DC-9 jet crashed in the 
sea off Italy, killing all 
aboard, a man who said he 
represented a extreme 
rightist group called an 
Italian newspaper and said 
the plane had been sabo 


taged by leftists because 
Affatigato was on board. 

But police discounted the 
call, saying that it was a 
rightist attempt to get po¬ 
lice to give up their search 
for Affatigato. 

The sources said mem¬ 
bers of the Italian section 
of Interpol were dispatched 


to France to try to deter 
mine Affatigato's move¬ 
ments in the last few 
weeks. 

Earlier, police said they 
searched the homes of 200 
suspected extremists 
across Italy and hauled in 
many others for question¬ 
ing. 


Rightists vying 
for bloody lead 

ROME (Reuter) — Italy's neo-fascist urban guerrilla 
gangs are overshadowed by extreme leftists such as the 
Red Brigades, but the rightists have killed 132 of more 
than 250 victims of extremist violence in Italy in the last 
11 years. 

The neo-fascist or black gangs have their own 
bloody strategy. ' 

"Unlike left wing terrorism, which strikes at the 
heart of the state through Us representatives, black 
terrorism prefers the massacre because it promotes 
panic and impulsive reactions," said Prime Minister 
Francesco Cossiga. 

The Red Brigades attracted world attention by 
kidnapping and then assassinating former Italian prime 
minister Aldo Moro in 1978 and murdering or maiming 
magistrates, businessmen and police. 

By contrast, the neo-fascists only occasionally 
emerge from obscurity with a bloodbath which shocks the 
country. 

In a rare comment, the black gang which set off a 
bomb in 1971 said afterward, "The Nazi flag did not die in 
Berlin in 1945." 


SAN SALVADOR (APf 
— Political violence 
wracking El Salvador took 
29 more lives since Sunday- 
night. a National Guard 
spokesman said Tuesday. 

The Roman Catholic 
Church recently estimated 
a total of 5.000 civilians 
have died since the begin¬ 
ning of the year. 

In a related develop¬ 
ment, a member of the rul 
ing civilian-military junta 
said Monday in neighbor¬ 
ing Costa Rica that the 
junta would announce in 


August a date for a general 
election, 

Junta member Antonio 
Morales Erlich met in San 
Jose with Costa Rican 
President Rodrigo Carazo 
to discuss political develop 
ments in El Salvador. A 
joint communique quoted 
Morales Erlich as saying 
the election will be open to 
all parties. 

However, the other four 
junta members in San Sal¬ 
vador either refused to talk 
about Morales Erlich's 
statement or wore unavail¬ 
able for comment. 


Giant oil tank erupts, 

severs Cape Cod link

SANDWICH, Mass. 
(UPI) — A firi and explo¬ 
sion ripped through a huge 
oil storage tank at a gen¬ 
erating plant near the Cupe 
Cod Canal on Tuesday, in¬ 
juring four people and 
blocking traff ic for several 
hours between Cape Cod 
and the mainland. 

Smoke filled the area and 
flames burst from the tank 
at the Canal Electric Co., 
causing some nearby resi¬ 
dents to leave. There was 
no mass evacuation, how¬ 


ever. 

The explosion rocked a 
190,000-barrel tank which 
contained about 110,000 
barrels of oil at the time, a 
spokesman for the plant 
said. 

Investigators speculated 
the blast was caused by a 
spark from a welder’s tool 
being used on top of the 
tank. Two workers install 
ing insulation on the roof 
were treated for cuts and 
bruises at Cape Cod Hospi¬ 
tal and released.

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Helping 
the street kids 

Without fuss or fanfare, an interesting 
social experiment got under way in the city of 
Victoria over the long holiday weekend. It will 
be several months before the program’s 
effectiveness can be assessed, and even then 
the results may be largely intangible and invis¬ 
ible. But we have a gut feeling that the venture 
will prove a success. If that hunch is on target, 
more than one young person will have been 
steered away from trouble, or helped when 
they needed help but didn’t know where to 
turn. 

In an effort to tackle the so-called “street 
kid problem,” the city police department and 
the human resources ministry have colla¬ 
borated in setting up a special team, consist¬ 
ing of a police officer and a social worker, 
effective Aug. 1. While it has an improvisa- 
tional, flexible style, the team’s broad man¬ 
date is to assess the nature and scope of the 
problem, deal with individual hardship cases 
and refer them to existing services. 

The Greater Victoria school board and 
local youth organizations are also involved in 
the program. For a period of one month the 
board is funding a storefront office in the 
downtown area whose aim is to get drop-outs 
back into the school system. This office will 
work closely with the police-social worker 
team, whose base will be the Boys’ and Girls' 
Club of Vjctoria. 

The human resources ministry and the 
police department will evaluate the program 
after six months. Until then, of course, no one 
can say just how successful it will be. But the 
results of similar preventive programs in 
other North American and European com¬ 
munities have been encouraging. 

In the northern England town of Skel- 
mersdale, where crime has fallen by nearly 
four per cent since the police force reinstituted 
foot patrols, there is a high level of unemploy¬ 
ment among young school-leavers. They used 
to hang ground the streets, with the result that 
vandalism and petty crime increased. To 
establish friendly relations with the young 
people, the local police started a disco. The 
experiment has proved such a success that 
other towns in the area are asking their own 
police departments to do the same. 

In Victoria, a ministry official has already 
expressed the view that the program will show 
the need for a permanent presence downtowh. 
A social or drop-in centre along the lines of the 
Skelmersdale model should be strongly con¬ 
sidered. 


Various reasons 

The idea of a fixed link between Vancou¬ 
ver Island and the mainland will soon be 
shelved by the provincial government for what 
will be termed economic reasons. In fact, it 
will be postponed for political reasons — 
when it should be scrapped indefinitely for 
social reasons. 

Vancouver economic consultant Garth 
Edge suggests in one of several reports the 
government has commissioned that a fixed 
link (anticipated cost between $1.75 billion and 
$4 billion) can’t match the ferry system for 
value. Not yet, anyway. He recommends the 
government delay any decision for two years. 

It’s not enough for opponents of the fixed 
link to say that it doesn’t matter what the 
reason, so long as it doesn’t go ahead. It does 
matter. The economic argument against the 
bridge-tunnel idea which is valid now may not 
be in the future. ♦ 

But the social argument — that this island, 
being an island, doesn’t need and can’t support 
mainland traffic without suffering irrepar 
able environmental damage — will be valid 
indefinitely. 

Why doesn’t this government go on record 
now as promising the people of Vancouver 
Island a referendum veto on the fixed link?

At Pravda, they get a torrent of letters 


MOSCOW — Every day hundreds 
of Soviet citizens, most of them dis¬ 
gruntled, but some with an item of 
good news or a favorable comment, 
take up their pens and write letters to 
Pravda. In June the main news 
organ of the Soviet Communist 
Party, which is one of the world's 
biggest papers with a daily circula¬ 
tion of more than 10 million copies, 
received 26,000 letters. 

In the absence of genuinely con¬ 
tested elections and public debates, 
or even reliable opinion polls, let¬ 
ters to Soviet newspapers are about 
the best barometer there is of the way 
Soviet citizens think. No wonder that 
summaries of the issues raised are 
regularly sent to the Central Com¬ 
mittee and government ministries. 

With its torrent of mail, most of it 
hand written, Pravda has a staff of 
70 in the letters department. 

First come the letter-openers who 
catalogue every single letter and pin 
a card on the front with a short 
summary of the contents plus a coded 
symbol indicating the sex, apparent 
age and occupation of the writer. 

These are then sent to different 
departments dealing with geographi¬ 
cal regions of this enormous country.

Here a team of lawyers and journal¬ 
ists go over them and decide on 
the best follow-up. It could be to send 
the letters to the local party secretary 
to investigate the complaints. Or it 
could be to send one of Pravda’s 
reporters to check them without in¬ 
forming the party. 

The second method is clearly 
more effective, as Pravda reported 
the other day in an article headlined 
“Repeated Letters.” It said that in 
one year the paper had received 1.500 
letters from the town of Chmelnitsky 
in the Ukraine. Many of the writ¬ 
ers reiterated earlier complaints 
about inefficiencies in the local 
party. Several complained about an 
official of the local agriculture min¬ 
istry who was stealing building ma¬ 
terials to build a private home. When 
the matter was first referred to the 
party the only reply that the com¬ 
plainants got was that the matter had 
been investigated and no proof had 
been found. 


Pravda followed up and the offi¬ 
cial was dismissed and given a "se¬ 
vere party reprimand." In an inter¬ 
view published in the paper, district 
party secretary %G. Lisovoy, admit¬ 
ted that lower officials sometimes 
tried to cover up complaints, espe¬ 
cially if the letters were anony¬ 
mous. Most repeated complaints 
were about unfair treatment of work¬ 
ers by managers, work organiza¬ 
tion and housing problems, with peo¬ 
ple grumbling that officials were 
jumping the queues. 

Pravda’s letters department is 
headed by Victor Grishin, who has 
had the job for nine years. "We’re 
trying to cover the everyday life of 
our people more effectively. The 
number of letters is increasing”, he 
says. Every other Thursday a whole 
page is given over to readers’ letters. 
On the other Thursdays Pravda pub- . 
lishes a page about “People’s Con¬ 
trol," an old civic watchdog group 
that recently received new powers. 
It’s work is also mainly about com- 
* 


plaints and grievances and is closely 
linked to the "letters department.” 

Presumably because they have 
more time to write. Pravda’s main 
correspondents are retirees. Next in 
order are workers, clerks, farm 
workers and technicians. About 60 
per cent are men. Besides dealing 
with individual complaints, the let¬ 
ters’ page has occasionally run wider 
campaigns. 

“We printed a letter from a 
woman called Natalya who was a 
Second World War veteran. She wrote 
that she was still living in a commu¬ 
nal apartment and felt that it was 
terrible that people who had done 
so much for the country should still 
have such poor conditions. After her 
letter was printed, the local au¬ 
thority gave her a new apartment. We 
published a story about it, called 
‘Natalya’s housewarming’," Grishin 
remembers. 

“Then we discovered that we had 
touched a very raw nerve. There w as 
a major social problem. Scores of 
other veterans wrote in and we pub¬ 
lished more. Eventually the gov¬ 
ernment issued a special decree giv¬ 
ing veterans priority in housing.”

Surely Prime Minister 
Trudeau must recognize 
that the needs of the people 
in Prince Rupert, Mon¬ 
treal, Red Deer, Kecwatin 
or Amherst can be vastly 
different and can be more 
effectively and more eco¬ 
nomically met by provin¬ 
cial and local authorities, 
rather than by an assistant 
mandarin hived up on Par¬ 
liament Hill. 

A nation as broad and 
diverse as Canada requires 
a high degree of local au¬ 
tonomy.

There was an occasion 
once in earlier times, when 
Sir Wilfrid Lauricr, one of 
our greatest prime minis¬ 
ters, expressed a fear that 
more autonomy for the 
provinces would erode the 
power of the central gov¬ 
ernment and bring disu¬ 
nity. The advice offered to 
Laurier then by the Liberal 
leader from the west, his 
minister of the interior Sir 
Clifford Sifton, is well 
worth repeating today. 

Although Sifton strongly 
defended the over-riding 
“right of the dominion" in 
areas of clear national im¬ 
port, he resisted all at¬ 
tempts by the central gov¬ 
ernment to encroach on 
provincial powers. He fully 
supported a concept of con¬ 
federation which gave a 
maximum of power to the 
provinces, as designed by 
the framers of our confed¬ 
eration. 

An Industrial Disputes 
Act, passed by the Laurier 
government, had been 
found unconstitutional by 
the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council. This se¬ 
riously alarmed Sir Wil- 
frid. Sifton advised Lauricr 
as follows: 

"I do not think there fs 
anything whatever to be 
disturbed about. The judg¬ 
ment of the Privy Council 
is undoubtedly right and 
sound in law. The act was 
unconstutional. 

"This principle of invok¬ 
ing imaginary national 
emergencies to violate the 
constitution is a most in¬ 
defensible principle. There 
is such a thing as a national 
emergency In time of war 
or something of that kind, 
but the idea of saying that 
any such legislation as this 
is based on emergency is 
sheer nonsense. The Do¬ 
minion Parliament may as 
well legislate about the 
Winnipeg milk supply, and 
say that It was a national 
emergency. There isn’t a 
bit of trouble about our 
constitution. All it requires 
is to be observed.”

Just as the United Nations did five years ago, the 
recent International Conference on the Status of Women 
in Copenhagen passed a resolution equating Zionism with 
racism. 

Then and now the Western democracies were in 
opposition, but given the voting alliance between the 
Communist and Moslem nations plus sympathizers from 
among the underdeveloped nations, the resolution was 
adopted by a large majority. 

The term "racist" is in current use as a broad insult. 
For instance, the Iraqis refer to the regime of the 
Ayatollah Khomeini as “racist" and the Somalis in Africa 
refer to the Ethiopians by the same term. It is occasional¬ 
ly applied to Mrs. Thatcher’s Conservative government in 
Britain and to some dominant segments of Canadian 
society. 

Zion has been the Jewish traditional synonym for 
Jerusalem and for the Land of Israel; hence the name of 
the movement which expressed the yearning of Jews for 
their land of ethnic origin which they never relinquished. 

Zionism emerged at the turn of the century in response 
to a growing disillusionment among Jews with the results 
of their formal emancipation in central and western • 
Europe which had not put an end to discrimination and 
social ostracism. 

The same historical period also saw continued oppress¬ 
ion and persecution of Jews in eastern Europe. The 
realization grew that Jews should seek self-determination 
as did other national groups such as Greeks, Poles and 
Italians. 

As a result, Zionism became the national liberation 
movement of the Jewish people to bring about the return 
of Jews to the land of their ancestry, Palestine, and the 
revival in it of Jewish national life, socially, culturally, 
politically and economically. 

Political events led the British government in 1917 to 
state in the Balfour Declaration that “His Majesty’s 
government view with favor the establishment in Pales¬ 
tine of a national home for the Jewish people. . The 
declaration also contained safeguards for non-Jewish 
groups living in Palestine. Thirty years later the United 
Nations voted to terminate the British mandate and 
establish independent Jewish and Arab states. 

Out of the remnants of the Turkish Empire in the 
Middle East ejnerged 13 independent Arab states, some 
holding vast resources, and the independent Jewish state 
— Israel. Four times since its establishment in 1948 
attempts have been made to destroy Israel by force. In the 
process the most unfortunate by-product — Palestinian 
refugees — emerged. 

If Zionism is a political movement aspiring to regain 
national status foi^an ethnic group exiled by the Romans 
in 70 A.D., then to call it "racist” is ludicrous indeed. 

It is understandable that in the midst of feudal, 
fanatical and military states in the Middle East, an 
authentic Western-type democracy is out of place, un 
w anted, and unloved. What is not understandable is how it 
could possibly be branded "racist" by an international 
forum concerned with the status of women.

One always needs 
some ‘presence’ 


OTTAWA — In public life, "presence" is con¬ 
sidered an attribute of some importance. 

For some, (Liberal John Turner, Tory George 
Hees, New Democrat David Lewis) this aura of 
grace, poise and seemly bearing is, like good teeth, a 
natural endowment. 

For others, (Liberal John Munro, Tory Kichard 
Hatfield, New Democrat Gov.-Gen. Ed Schreyer) it 
must be developed. 

How do public figures who don't have it go about 
the business of obtaining presence? 

Some, of course, attempt to gain it through high 
office and power. But as Joe Clark has proved, this 
doesn't always work. Others try by amassing great 
wealth prior to entering public office. But as former 
Alberta Tory MI’ and oilman Peter Bawden estab¬ 
lished, this, too, doesn't amdffs work. 


So how is it done? 

For most public people, it’s developed by de¬ 
gree, in part by imitating those who do have 
presence, in part through the accumulation of 
trappings that suggest presence—fine gold pens, 
discreet watches, monogrammed shirts, brief¬ 
cases. 

Briefcases? 

What’s in a briefcase? you ask. (Aside from 
sandwiches, bananas and newspapers public fig¬ 
ures don't want colleagues to know they read). 

A great deal. Up and comers can be spotted by 
their new stitched leather cases, usually gifts given 
them when they left their last jobs for better ones. 
Middle-level presence seekers have old battered 
leather briefcases, usually with straps and scotch 
and soda stains. And those who have presence, of 
course, carry no briefcases at all. Their aides— 
civilized equivalents of old African safari bearers— 
do. 

Against this general perspective, some specific 
examples: 

Michael Pitfield, clerk of the privy council, 
senior mandarin and friend of Pierre Trudeau, 
carries his own briefcase and thus lacks ultimate 
presence. He retains some, however, by token of the 
fact that it is monogrammed in gold, not with his 
initials, or even with his initial and last name, but 
simply with his last name: “Pitfield." 

Trade Minister Herb Gray, who is far too 
approachable, good-humored and unself-conscious 
to ever have presence, also carries a briefcase. It 
bears the initials "S. G." 

Why? Because it belongs to his wife, Sharon. 

Peter O’Malley, aide to NDP Leader Ed Broad- 
bent. lacks presence in the true sense because he has 
ostentatiously had his shirt cuffs monogrammed 
with his entire last name. But he has presence in the 
socialist sense because he carries a soft suede 
leather briefcase given him by the United Auto 
Workers. 

It bears the U.A.W. logo. 

All that's missing is the inscription: "We have 
overcome." 

People with presence speak in simple and direct 
terms, -unlike the external affairs department bu¬ 
reaucrat who, during a chat with a colleaque the 
other day, used the phrase: "You are approaching a 
gap in my area of ignorance.” 

What did this mean? 

We’re guessing, but could it be that he was 
saying he knew when he didn’t know what he was 
talking about, but there wi re gaps when he knew 
when he did? 

Certain positions require more presence (in a 
diplomatic sense) than others. 

One of these presumably will be that of Ambas¬ 
sador for Disarmament, a post Pierre Trudeau 
promised in his last throne speech to create. 

Trudeau has said in the past that he wants to 
"suffocate” the growth of nuclear weapons. But his 
cabinet has approved the purchase of new tanks, 
ships and jetfighters and both his External Affairs 
Minister, Mark MacGuigan, and his Defence Minis¬ 
ter, Gilles Lamontagne, recently came out solidly 
opposed to suggestions that the United Nations hold 
an international referendum on disarmament. 

Canada's arms and weapons philosophy is vir¬ 
tually inscrutable. 

So it's probably fitting—should it come to pass, 
as we re told—that the Ambassador for Disarma¬ 
ment will be the country’s current ambassador to 
China, Arthur Redpath Menzies. 

lie helped sort out Canada’s relations with 
Japan after the Second World War, has been, among 
other things, ambassador to the North Atlantic 
Council and, perhaps best of all, l)j's 63. 

With retirement only two years away, it may 
add some urgency to his efforts to disarm the 
world. 

Finally, we re*not sure whether it suggests 
presence or a certain aloof understanding of the real 
ways of the-world. 

But in an age when the press maintains (stri¬ 
dently at times) that it can’t be bought, it was 
somewhat unnerving to come across a press release 
from C. K. Dufu, information counsellor for the 
High Commission of Ghana that read: 

"We forward herewith the attached press re¬ 
lease for publication in your esteemed newspaper- 
journal. 

"Please send your bill for settlement."

Stanley Park is for reflections 


OTTAWA — There is nothing more pleasant on 
earth than a lunch in the Beach House in Stanley 
Park, tennis courts to one side, putting green to the 
other, the Pacific dimpling in the backgrbund and 
the white clad lawn bowlers, like dignified penguins, 
doing their ritual dance of sun-dappled retirement 
years above the bikinied beach. 

The companion over a beaker of grape is Pierre 
Berton, the local boy who swept the journalistic 
slate clean and then moved on to obscene riches of 
authordom and television in the Big Applecore, 
Toronto. 

A fishing jaunt up the coast has left his ruddy 
face well rudified and his photographic memory for 
old tales intact. 

“There are a thousand stories in this park. It 
was once my beat. The Vancouver Sun assigned me 
to Stanley Park and I had to come up with a couple of 
stories every day. It was easy." 

AN OLD MAN in a motorized wheelchair purrs 
along and is stopped for a chat by a sagging bronzed 
Adonis in tennis shorts, his chest slipping rapidly 
south, who has been strutting about these tennis 
courts for at least two decades as the eye recalls. 

“I once found a man who had been living in a 
hollow tree for 15 years. He had a whole row of 
suits hung up neatly.” 

"Don’t know where he got them, but he lived on 
the remains of sandwiches thrown away by visitors 
in the park." A thousand stories. 

Berton was raised in those roistering days on 
the Sun when he and his managing editor, the leg¬ 
endary Hal Straight, would repair to Stanley Park in 
a car after the first edition, drink a bottle of rye and 
return to put out the final edition." 

“Both Straight and I were bottle-a-day men in 
those times. Mind you. that was just the DAY, there 
was still the night." 

STRAIGHT, WHO AFTER leaving the Sun. 
built a small North Vancouver paper into the largest 
weekly in Canada before the Sterling people ran it 
into the ground, hasn't had a drink for years but was 
described at a banquet as a man "who still has a 
high-time average." 

He maintains his gruff sense of humor. Hearing 


about the feats of one supposed two-fisted imbiber. 
Straight growled, "Hell. I used to spilt that much " 

Once, when this scribe fuf fed and worried about 
yanking or running a touchy story picked up by 
Annls Stukus at an all-night football party. Straight 
shrugged: “What are you worried about? If you're 
right, you're right. Jf you're wrong, you’re fired.” 

Now rising 71, healthy and prosperous. Straight 
has just purchased a new large yacht for his fishing 
and leaves indented on the foreheads of his former 
reporters the best advice yet in the newspaper 
business: “If you know it, write it.” 

ONCE THE MOST popular columnist in Canada 
when he was with the Toronto Star, Berton now- 
worries over the writing of the second volume of The 
Invasion Of Canada (1812-13). 

He thinks it’s the best work he’s ever done. His 
publisher must agree, since he's printing 100.000 
copies to start. 

He says he can remember to this day the 
moment he decided to leave the Vancouver Sun. 

“There was this old guy who had retired but 
kept coming into the paper every day. He didn't 
have anything else to do. 

"The only two things they gave him were the 
weather and the ‘Fifty Years Ago’ feature. He was 
always drunk. Kept a mickey in his drawer." 

One day, Berton remembers in infinite detail, 
the vet couldn't even do the ‘Fifty Years Ago' bit. 

“They asked me to do it. I went to the library, 
looked up the files and found the line story that day 
50 years ago had been written by the SAME GUY. 

"HE COULDN’T EVEN rewrite himself. My 
future life flashed before me. I went to the city 
editor and said I was quitting and takjng the first 
offer. It’s a young man's game.” 

He didn't have to wait long. Scott Young, then 
with Maclean’s, came out to the coast, rented a 
room in the Hotel Vancouver and invited Berton up 
for a drink. 

“I’ve been empowered by publisher Arthur 
Irwin to offer you between $4,000 and $4,500a year,” 
Young informed him. It was 1917. 

Berton looked at the floor for a moment and 
then looked up. "I think I’ll take the $1,500," he 
said.

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Mortgage 
rates 
on rise 

MONTREAL (CP) — 
The Bank of Montreal says 
rates on its one-year and 
five-year mortgages are 
going up today by one-quar¬ 
ter of a percentage point. 

The new rates are 13'4 
per cent for one-year open 
mortgages, 12% per cent 
for one-year closed mort¬ 
gages and 13% for five- 
year closed mortgages. 
Closed mortgages may not 
be ended without penalty 

Two-year and three-year 
rates remain unchanged. 

The bank also announced 
that interest on its invest¬ 
ment certificates is up be¬ 
tween one-quarter and one- 
half point for terms of one 
to five years, with new 
rates ranging from 10% 
per cent to 12 per cent. The 
longer-term certificates 
pay the higher rates. 

Interest on term deposits 
with terms of six months to 
six years is up a quarter- 
point, with new rates rang¬ 
ing between 10% and 10% 
per cent. Certificates of de¬ 
posit are also up a quarter- 
point, to between 10% and 
ll per cent, with the mini¬ 
mum term now one year. 

Earlier Tuesday, the 
Royal Bank of Canada an¬ 
nounced its prime lending 
rate, charged on loans to 
top corporate customers, 
has come down a quarter- 
point to 12% per cent. 

Credit Foncier an¬ 
nounced interest paid on 
guaranteed investment 
certificates, debentures 
and some registered retire¬ 
ment savings plans has 
risen between one-eighth 
and one-quarter point to 
10% per cent for one year, 

11 %per cent for two years, 

12 per cent for three or four 
years, and 12% per cent for 
five years. 


^ Imperial digs deep 
to explain profits 


TORONTO (CP) — Imperial Oil Ltd. of Toronto 
has spent $750 non on advertising this year in an 
attempt to explain the role of profits to consumers. 

"Our research shows there’s a tremendous mis¬ 
understanding about the role profits play,” said 
Tony Bomben. public affairs manager for the com¬ 
pany. 

The newspaper ads, which have run in 25 major 
markets to coincide with release of the company's 
quarterly profit reports, have emphasized Impe¬ 
rial's past and planned Canadian investments, ex¬ 
ploration activity and spinoff benefits created by 
the spending. 

Media coverage of the profit increases "has 
been attracting a lot of criticism," said Bomben, but 
company research shows that two-thirds of consum¬ 
ers can accept large profits if they believe the 
profits are being used in their interest. 

The first ad ran in January, about the time 
Imperial reported its 1979 year-end profit of $471 
million, up 50 per cent over 1978.

Alberta Mutual 
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Surprise in spending 


OTTAWA (CP) — De¬ 
spite the recession', busi¬ 
nesses and governments 
plan to spend more this 
year on new buildings and 
equipment than estimated 
earlier, Statistics Canada 
said Tuesday. 

Capital spending plans 
now total $65,93 billion, up 
2.5 per ecntjrom the origi¬ 
nal forecast for 1980, and 
up 14.8 per ccYlt from the 
$57.44 billion spent last 
year. 

The biggest jumps were 
in mining, oil and natural 
gas. where companies plan 
to spend $47.7 per cent 
more than they did in 1979. 
By the end of June, com¬ 


panies in this sector had 
added 8.7 per cent to their 
initial 1980 capital spending 
plans. 

Manufacturers of paper 
products, chemicals and 
non-metailic mineral prod¬ 
ucts have boosted 1980 
spending 30.3 per cent over 
the 1979 level. 

Farming and fishing 
were the only businesses 
expecting only a moderate 
increase in spending on 
buildings and equipment. 

Spending on all construc¬ 
tion, including oil and gas 
exploration and drilling, is 
expected to reach $38.79 
billion, an increase of 12.2 
per cent from last year.

OTTAWA (CP) - A con¬ 
tinuing increase in the 
value of gold this year 
prompted the government 
to announce Tuesday It will 
sell up to 1 million more 
ounces to reduce the pre¬ 
cious metal's role in the 
country's foreign currency 
reserves. 

Since last December, 
when the previous Progres¬ 
sive Conservative govern¬ 
ment decided to sell up to 
1 million ounces of gold, 
Ottawa has been thwarted 
In efforts to trim gold’s 
share of the reserves. 

A\ the time of the Conser¬ 
vatives’ decision, the mar¬ 
ket value of gold was about 
$400 an ounce and bullion 
accounted for about 75 per 
cent of the value of re¬ 
serves, used to pay for Im¬ 
ports and to defend the 
value of the dollar. 

Since January, the gov¬ 
ernment has sold 881,000 
ounces of gold but it still 
represents 80 per cent of 
the value of reserves be¬ 
cause bullion now sells for 
about $600 an ounce in in¬ 
ternational markets. 

“Despite having sold 
gold, the proportion has in¬ 
creased,” notes one fi¬ 
nance official with frustra¬ 
tion. 

In addition to gold, the 
reserves are comprised of 
U.S. dollars, other foreign 
currencies and special 
drawing rights, a paper 
currency developed by the 
International Monetary 
Fund. 

The monthly reserve 
statement released Tues¬ 
day showed holdings of for¬ 
eign currency reserves fell 
$288.2 million U.S. to $4.01 
billion U.S. at the end of 
July as the Bank of Canada 
Intervened to ease a drop of 
more than half a cent U.S. 
in the dollar last month. 

By selling gold, the gov¬ 
ernment buys U.S. dollars 
and creates a better bal 
a nee between the market 
value of the precious metal 
and foreign currencies in 
the reserves, the finance 
official explained. 

He said the drawback to 
having a high proportion of 
gold in the reserves is that 
it doesn’t earn any income 
even though the market 
value may be increasing. 
By contrast, Ottawa earns 
interest on the holdings of 
U.S. dollars since they are 
invested in short-term U.S. 
government bonds. 

Until early 1979, gold ac¬ 
counted for less than half of 
the value of reserves. The 
proportion began to rise as 
concern over inflation and 
the U.S. dollar created rec-

Investors looking for a hedge against inflation can 
count on another speculative gold boom this year, 
says a Torbnto investment analyst. 

John Ing, portfolio manager at Pitfield Mackay Ross 
Ltd., said he expects 1980’s second gold binge to 
send the price of the precious metal above the $850- 
U.S-an-ounce reached earlier this year. 

"The dramatic flight into gold is not just another 
speculative bubble,” he says, “but a continuation of 
a basic major monetary shift that started in 1977 
and will continue into the early ’80s.’’ 

In a recent report, Ing said the primary reason for 
the move to buy gold Is the expectation that inflation 
will continue unabated. 

In the last month, the price of gold has been strength¬ 
ening from a broad base around $600, which Ing said 
reflects "heightened concern over inflation as pressures 
mount in the U.S. for more anti recession measures.”

CALGARY (CP> — Alto 
Ltd. mM Tuesday It Intends 
to make a new offer today 
to purchase 50 I per cent of 
the voting shares of Cal¬ 
gary Power Ltd. 

Atco is offering $21 per 
share for an estimated 24,- 
150,000 class A and class B 
common shares. Share¬ 
holders have 21 days to ac¬ 
cept the offer, the second 
made by Atco in the last 
few weeks. 

C. S. Richardson, senior 
vice-president of finance 
for Atco, said in a state¬ 
ment the company hat ap¬ 
plied to the securities com- 
missions of Alberta, 
Manitoba. Ontario and 
Quebec to allow it to with¬ 
draw Its offer under cer¬ 
tain circumstances. 

Meanwhile, the securi¬ 
ties commissions of all four 
provinces have issued per¬ 
mits to allow the offer to 
proceed. 

Atco allowed its first $21- 
dollar-a-share offer for 
Calgary Power to expire 
July 24 until investigations 
by various regulatory 
agencies were complete. 

Calgary Power manage¬ 
ment instigated the investi¬ 
gations after its board of 
directors recommended 
shareholder rejection of 
the Atco takeover bid July 
5. 

Two months ago, Atco 
and Calgary Power were 
involved in a struggle to 


gain control of Canadian 
Utilities Ltd. of Edmonton 
— with Atco emerging as 
the winner, acquiring 5a 
per cent of Cannadian Uti¬ 
lities shares. Calgary 
Power got 42 per cent 
Canadian Utilities, which 
in turn controls Alberta 
Power Ltd., Northwestern 
Utilities Ltd. and Canadian 


Western Natural gas C,., 
was up for grabs after its 
parent company, IU Inter¬ 
national Ltd. of Pittsburgh, 
decided to wind doom Its 
Canadian operations. 

Marshall Williams, 
president of Calgary 
Power, criticized Atco's 
first bid for the Calgary 
utility last month, saying 


Atco would be strained by 
borrowing $M0 million for 
takeovers of Alberta's twb 
largest investor-owned uti¬ 
lities within the space of 
one month. 

But Atco president Ron 
Southern said his company 
has no difficulty borrowing 
the required money from 
banks.

Princesses improve 
but still behind 1979 


Good weather and the 
best efforts of the Victoria 
Princess and the Flying 
Princess improved the 
Seattle-Victoria traffic 
flow in July, but not suffi¬ 
ciently to catch the Prin¬ 
cess Marguerite.

A hospital spokesman said Tuesday night that 
Daniel O’Brien, 2186 McNeill, was moved out of intensive 
care. 

O'Brien was injured Sunday after falling about 12 
metres, hitting rocks and coming to rest partly in the 
Sooke River. 

He was lifted to safety by a rescue team using ropes 
and a basket stretcher. 

He suffered two broken legs, a cracked pelvis, a 
cracked wrist and shoulder, and a head injury.

banned between May 1 and 
Sept. 30 each year, and re¬ 
stricted to before noon on 
weekdays and Saturdays 
the rest of the year. 

Currently, Oak Bay resi¬ 
dents are permitted to burn 
rubbish without restriction 
from October through 
May, and during the rest of 
the year they are permitted 
to burn between dawn and 
sunset on weekdays, and 
dawn and noon on Satur¬ 
days. 

Aid. Isabel Craig said 
some parts of the munici¬ 
pality are obscured by the 
haze of incinerator fires 
some times of the year, and 
Oak Bay residents who 
want to enjoy their yards 
and the sunshine during the 
summer should not be 
forced to sit inside because 
smoke from their neigh¬ 
bor’s incinerator is blowing 
their way. 

But Aid. Gordon Holmes 
said the proposed amend¬ 
ment was a "further ero¬ 
sion of personal free¬ 
doms," and said most of 
the problems caused by the 
burning of rubbish could be 
solved by common sense 
and courtesy. 

Aid. Susan Brice said the 
new regulations virtually 
prohibit burning during the 
winter months for families 
where both parents work 
and the children play soc¬ 
cer on Saturday mornings, 
thus taking up all the avail¬ 
able time for burning rub¬ 
bish. 


Plans for a 108-seat fam¬ 
ily restaurant in a former 
Cordova Bay Road dining 
establishment cleared a 
hurdle Tuesday although 
Saanich council was told a 
septic tank on the property 
was malfunctioning, and 
despite strong opposition 
by residents to the project. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier 
sided with Aid. Geoffrey 
Vantreight, Ed Lum, and 
Sandy Noel in supporting 
rezoning of the 31,960- 
square-foot site. 

Approval is subject to 
adequate sewage and park¬ 
ing facilities being provid¬ 
ed as well as the owners 
signing a restrictive cove¬ 
nant limiting use of the 
residential property to res¬ 
taurant use. Former res¬ 
taurant operations on the 
land have been legal non- 
conforming uses. 

Owners of the Hobbit 
House Restaurant said 
commercial zoning was 
necessary to permit struc¬ 
tural changes to the exist¬ 
ing building, formerly oc¬ 
cupied by Schoor’s Seafood 
Restaurant. 

Property owners object¬ 
ed that the area was pro¬ 
posed for residential de¬ 
velopment in the local area 
plan. 

Residents’ spokesman 
James Brayshaw, 4595 Cor¬ 
dova Bay Road, said it was 
foolhardy to conclude the 
neighborhood could toler¬ 
ate such a major commer¬ 
cial endeavor on property 
lacking a sewer and on a 
road already overburdened 
with traffic. 

He noted that a public 
health inspector had re¬ 
ported to council that "a 
dye test revealed the ex¬ 
isting sewage system is 
malfunctioning," and that 


part of the sewage disposal 
field encroaches on a pro¬ 
posed road dedication. 

Quoting from the inspec¬ 
tor’s report, Brayshaw 
said: “The sewage disposal 
system, according to the 
sewer disposal regulations, 
is extremely undersized to 
accommodate a restaurant 
with a seating capacity of 
108." 

Brayshaw said residents 
were concerned about the 
any increased load on the 
septic tank used by the res¬ 
taurant because it could in¬ 
crease erosion of the bank 
on the water side of the 
road. 

"And there is also the 
possibility that municipal 
officials could be held ac¬ 
countable for future dam¬ 
age to our properties as a 
result of granting permis¬ 
sion for a large septic tank 
and field," he warned. 

Concern over parking 
was expressed by several 
speakers, which they said 
had been a source of annoy¬ 
ance for several years. 

Aid. John Mika, whose 
motion to reject the appli¬ 
cation was supported by 
Aid. Irene Block and Mary 
Casilio, said the proposal 
was premature. He sug¬ 
gested the applicants re¬ 
turn when sewers arc in¬ 
stalled in Cordova Bay. 

But Block said a health 
hazard existed and no res¬ 
taurant, "be it be eight or 
108 seats” should be al 
lowed on the property. 

Couvelier suggested a 
quality restaurant would 
be an asset to the area 
and replace a structure 
that had not lived up to its 
potential. 

"Rejecting this applica¬ 
tion could foster a block¬ 
busting approach by the 
owner," he said. 


Layoff reduction examined

Victoria Press Ltd., publisher of 
The Daily Colonist and Victoria 
Times, will examine union proposals 
to reduce the number of jobs elimin¬ 
ated in the planned merger of the two 
newspapers next month. 

The Victoria Newspaper Guild 
Monday put forward a number of 
proposals to save the jobs or delay 
layoffs of 61 employees facing unem¬ 
ployment. Victoria Press president 
Colin McCullough said after the 
meeting. 

The proposals included work¬ 


sharing, financial incentives to en¬ 
courage voluntary early retirement 
or resignation and reduction of staff 
by attrition. 

McCullough said management 
was “not negotiating" with union 
representatives, but would “look at 
their ideas and get back to them.” 

Guild spokesman Hubert Beyer 
said, “The company didn’t exactly 
jump for joy and say, ‘We’U do every¬ 
thing you ask,’ but they agreed to take 
a serious look at what we suggest¬ 
ed." ” 

The Sept. 2 merger was announced 


Friday, and follows the takeover of 
the two papers, and others in the 
former FP newspaper group, by 
Thomson Newspapers Ltd. 

The new Times-Colonist is to offer 
both morning and evening editions, 
and a special Sunday Colonist, but 
management announced staff cuts 
including the elimination of 20 edi¬ 
torial and reporting positions and 
24 composing-room jobs. 

Meanwhile, the appointment of 
Times managing editor Gordon Bell 
as managing editor of the Times- 
Colonist was announced by the com¬ 
pany Tuesday. 


In two moves not likely to 
be popular in Oak Bay, the

SEATTLE (AP) - Maury Wills, third black 
skipper in the major leagues, said Tuesday he 
doesn't know if his appointment as manager of 
Seattle Mariners will pave the way for the hiring of 
more black managers 

Baseball has been without a major league black 
manager since the firing of Frank Robinson by 
Cleveland Indians and Larry Doby by Chicago 
White Sox. Robinson guided the Indians from 1975- 
1977 and Doby managed at Chicago in 1978. 

Wills, 47, former base-stealing star with Los An¬ 
geles Dodgers, was hired and Darrell Johnson, 52, 
only manager in the history of the Mariners’ fran¬ 
chise, fired Monday. 

“I don’t look at myself as any kind of pioneer," 
Wills said. 

“I don't know what’s going to happen now. But I 
didn’t accept this position with any thoughts of 
paving the way for other former black players to 
become managers in the major leagues.”

“If you had our bark yard, you 
wouldn't need to Jor." That thought 
races through my mind every time I 
see a jogger pant past our front 
driveway. With all the boulder-roll¬ 
ing. root-pulling and sod-turning I’ve 
done this past year on our new prop¬ 
erty, jogging seems a tame form of 
exercise indeed. 

If you have been feeling a little 
overweight or creaky lately and jog¬ 
ging holds no appeal, your garden can 
be a very great help to you in many 
different ways. I suppose the most 
obvious physical benefit one derives 
from the garden is the exercise your 
body receives while gardening but 
with a little thought, much greater 
conditioning can be had from this 
outdoor activity. 

A couple of years ago I took a 
keep-fit ballet class and I adapted 
some of the exercises to my garden 
environment much to the wonder¬ 
ment of my husband who asked on 
more than one occasion how I hap¬ 
pened to be in a particularly peculiar 
position in the tomato patch. 

Bending over a plant, I would 
sometimes adopt a deep squat, knees 
held wide apart. Another time, I 
would work on one foot, the other leg 
held outstretched behind me, toes 
nicely pointed. The idea is to gently 
stretch the body as you work, thus 
toning muscles and making each joint 
of the body more supple. Some ex¬ 
perts contend that you are as young 
as your connective tissue, which 
means that the more loose and supple 
you become, the younger you be¬ 
come. 


Year vegetable patch holds vast 
resoarees for the person who would 
like to trim off a few pounds and 
inches. In most cases the food nature 
provides us, in the state she provides 
It, gives best value with no extra 
calories. It’s when we overcook it, 
refine it, grind it into powder, instan- 
tize it and cover it with thick sauces 
that nature's gifts become dynamite 
to our well-being. 

Vegetables picked fresh from the 
garden, steamed until they are just 
crisp-tender (I use a spaghetti-type 
cooking pot so the vegetables are held 
above the water, or cook waterless), 
and served flavored with lemon juice, 
soy sauce, Worcester sauce or 
chopped green onion provide maxi¬ 
mum nutrition without the extra calo¬ 
ries of butter or cream sauce. 

Delicious low-calorie, home-made 
vegetable soups can be made with a 
meat base if you take your roast 
bones or soup bones, add boiling 
water and simmer for several hours 
with salt, lemon juice, herbs and 
spices. The trick is to drain the stock 
and discard any bits you don’t want in 
the soup, then cool it, refrigerate it 
and lift off the fat that forms on top. 
Thus easily you can have a fatless 
soup. Just add chopped vegetables 
fresh from the garden, and cubed 
potato for a slightly thick soup in¬ 
stead of using fattening flour. 

Our family’s favorite soup is 
minestrone, started with the bones of 
a pork roast. Onion, garlic, tomato, 
celery especially make for a nice 
Italian-style soup. Borsch, a gor¬ 


geous beet soap. Is another worth 
while recipe to Investigate, portico 
larly for those with a Urge garden 
surplus of these vegetable*. Both 
these soups we cook in large quanli 
ties and freeze for the winter. Into the 
Borsch I put every garden vegetable, 
including onion roots and tops, broad 
beans, carrots, dill, peas and so on. 

The ultimate in low-calorie nutri¬ 
tion has got to be Gaspacho, a mix¬ 
ture of garden vegeUbles with garlic, 
including tomato and cucumber, 
whirled in the blender with beef broth 
and tomato juice—uncooked. 

A word about fruits from the gar¬ 
den. Again, as nature provides them, 
they arc not fattening. It’s the stuff 
we load them up with such as the thick 
syrup used in many tins of fruit. I get 
around this by bottling my fruit with 
plain water, perhaps with a teaspoon 
of honey added per quart. Sugar is 
NOT necessary to preserve fruit in 
the jar. 

If you find yourself hopelessly 
addicted to creamy sauces and 
cream with fruit, try yoghurt. My 
husband gave me a little yoghurt 
maker for my birthday a couple of 
years ago (ours is a practical family) 
and it makes five small jars of yo¬ 
ghurt. A very creamy yoghurt can be 
made by adding powdered skim milk 
to the two per cent milk used for the 
yoghurt. Now we enjoy garden fruits, 
fresh or bottled according to the sea¬ 
son, each morning atop creamy yo¬ 
ghurt at about 125 calories per cup, 
compared with 485 calories for sour 
cream.

PEACHES .49* 
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New Olympics chief concerned 
with Games eligibility problem 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Inter 
national Olympic Committee 
changed presidents Monday and 
the main topic of discussion was 
the eligibility of athletes who com¬ 
pete in the Olympic Games. 

Lord Killanin and his succes¬ 
sor, Juan Antonio Samaranch, 
held separate news conferences 
apd spoke of eligibility as a serious 
problem. 

1 The 1980 Olympic Games 
stirred up discussion about semi- 
professionalism in skiing and ath¬ 
letics, among other sports The 
Iwtemational Amateur Athletic 
^deration, which runs world 
track and field, plans to discuss 
Ule prospect of open competition, 
■•j Killanin handed over the sym¬ 
bolic key of the Chateau de Vldy, 
tjje IOC’s Swiss headquarters, to 
Samaranch and left for his home 
IU Dublin. 

- ONE OF KII.LANIN’S major 
achievements as president of the 
f^>C was to reform the elgibility 
rules so that athletes may train for 
the Olympics for as long as they 
luce and be subsidised. 

2 However, at the airport before 
leaving Moscow Killanin said: “I 
still think one of the things which 
must be looked at is the whole 
question of eligibility, which 
vjries from sport to sport.” 

-• Samaranch also said he will be 
considering the eligibility rule. 
The IOC's eligibility commission, 
Iqd by Willi Daume of West Ger¬ 
many, is to make a report on the 
eligibility rules after studying the 
Moscow Games which ended in 
Sunday. 

Both Killanin and Samaranch 


referred to the boycott of the Mos¬ 
cow Games, led by the United 
States and involving 38 countries, 
which followed the Russian mili¬ 
tary action in Afghanistan. 

Killanin repeated what he said 
at the closing ceremony in Mos¬ 
cow's Lenin Stadium Sunday 
night: “I grieve for those athletes 
wins were not able to compete. 

"The boycott did work for a 
few athletes. But with a very few 
exceptions it made no difference 
to the competition. These were 
true Olympic Games.” 

SAMARANCH LOOKED be 
yond the boycott to the future. 

"We must restore everything 
that was destroyed in the last few 
months. 

“We must recreate harmony 
in the Olympic movement, so that 
the youth of the world may meet in 
an atmosphere of friendship pnd 
joy next time." 

The two presidents offered a 
sharp contrast.. 

Samaranch, deadly serious in 
f ront of his microphone, listened to 
questions with a worried frown but 
replied promptly to everything re¬ 
porters asked him. 

He said he will give the whole 
of his time to being president of the 
IOC and will have his main office 
in Lausanne, where the IOC has its 
headquarters. He is expected to 
continue as Spanish ambassador 
in Moscowtuitil October. 

On Sunday, an anti-climactic 
Grand Prix jumping competition, 
in which no rider was able to 
achieve a clear round, ended the 
22nd Games. 


THE SHADOW of the boycott, 
frequently dispelled in the preced¬ 
ing two weeks by world-record 
performances and other moments 
of high drama, reappeared over 
the final event of the Games. 
Nearly all the world's top eques¬ 
trians stayed away to protest the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 

But if Polish rider Jan 
Kowalczyk, who accumulated 
eight penalty points while winning 
the last gold medal, is unlikely to 
rank among the Olympic immor¬ 
tals, the Games produced their 
quota of memorable winners. 

Predictably, many of them 
were East Europeans. The Soviet 
Union and East Germany, which 
had topped the gold-medal table in 
the 1976 Olympics at Montreal, 
added to their margin in the ab¬ 
sence of the United States, West 
Germany and Japan, which had 
won a total of S3 events at Mon¬ 
treal. 

The Russians finished with 80 
golds, eclipsing the Games mark 
of 50 they set at Munich in 1972, to 
47 for the East Germans. No 
other country reached double fig¬ 
ures. 

THERE WERE 36 world rec¬ 
ords, two fewer than at Montreal, 
including half a dozen by East Ger- 
many’s remarkable women’s 
swimming team which won 11 of 
its 13 events — just as it did four 
years ago. In men's swimming, 
Soviet freestyler Vladimir Salni¬ 
kov became the first man in his¬ 
tory to break the 15-minute barrier 
for 1,500 metres. 

The outstanding individual 


swimmer was East German back 
stroker Rica Reinisch, who won at 
100 and 200 metres in world-record 
time and contributed to a third 
world mark in the 4x100 medley 
relay. 

Soviet and East German ath¬ 
letes shared 26 of the 38 golds in 
track and field, 11 more than they 
won at Montreal. 

THE BRITISH TEAM, which 
came to Moscow despite the oppo¬ 
sition of Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, did well in track and 
field as Daley Thompson won the 
decathlon and Allan Wells took a 
gold and a silver at 100 and 200 
metres. 

The heralded battle between 
Britons Sebastian Coe and Steve 
Ovett, the world's outstanding 
middle-distance runners, turned 
out to be a draw as Ovett outkicked 
Coe to win the 800 metres but 
finished third behind his compa¬ 
triot and East German Jurgen 
Straub in the 1,500. 

Wladislaw Kozaciewicz of Po¬ 
land, undistracted by a noisy 
crowd trying to help his Soviet 
rivals, set a world record in the 
pole vault and world marks were 
also shattered by East German 
Gerd Wessig in the men’s high 
jump and Russian Yuri Sedykh, 
the defending Olympic champion, 
in the hammer throw. 

Three Russian women made a 
shambles of the pentathlon world 
record as Nadezhda Tkachenko 
won the event with 5,083 points, 
exceeding 5,000 for the first time, 
and the silver and bronze medal¬ 
lists also broke the former mark of 
4,856.

Chainsaw used 
to ravage home 

ASHCROFT, B.C. (CP) — It wasn’t exactly like the 
horror movie Texas Chainsaw Massacre but RCMP 
are sifting through piles of sawdust after someone 
carved up a ritzy ranchhouse here. 

The chainsaw-wielder cut about 20 windows and four 
doors out of the H-shaped log house of Texan proportions. 
Inside, posts and support beams were hacked apart, 
leaving the caved-in roof dangling in Ihe master bedroom 
and living room. 

Constable Wayne Hodgson said the house was made 
from expensive grooved and notched logs that were 
finished naturally. The 750-square-metre structure on the 
7,000-acre Charles Moar Ranch was valued at $300,000 and 
police said damage was $200,000. 

Hodgson said the windows and doors were cut out 
about 10 centimetres away from the frame and left to fall 
out of the house. Support logs for roof overhangs at 
entrances were also cut down. 

Police said the ranch is currently in receivership 
and the original owner moved out of the house about 10 
days ago. All fixtures had been removed before the 
chainsaw attack began.

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QUEBEC (CP) — Governments should 
seek out the views of children when 
formulating child protection laws, an in¬ 
ternational convention on pre-school edu¬ 
cation was told here. 

Barbara Chisholm, a child welfare 
consultant from Toronto, told delegates to 
the 16th world assembly of the World 
Organization for Pre-School Education 
that potential government abuse of chil¬ 
dren could be avoided if children them¬ 
selves had a say in the law. 

Speaking on the closing day of the 
week-long meeting that brought together 
delegates from more than 40 countries. 
Miss Chisholm noted that government 
intervention in the area of child protection 
is relatively new. 

Not so long ago, she said, children were 
considered to be the possessions of their 
father. 

“They were owned in the same way 
property was owned,” she explained. 
“Parents could treat their children as 
they saw fit." 

Such attitudes left the door open to 
child abuse, she said, adding that "reality 
has forced the state to act. 

“Society at large, within the last 400 
years, has had to acknowledge that child 
abuse and neglect existed.” 

Tm prevent abuse, she continued, "we 
must monitor parenting. 

“This means the community, the so¬ 
ciety and the state sometimes intervene 
and take over the role of the parent” to the 
point where the state becomes the par¬ 
ent. 

But once the state has rescued the child 


from arbitrary parental control, she said, 
there is theoretically nothing to prevent it 
from feeling that it is the new "owner” of 
the child. 

"The question now emerges as to who 
will protect the child from his pro¬ 
tector. What do we do if the rescuer 
abuses or neglects the child?" 

"The dialogue must go both ways when 
the state operates with a view to what is 
good for the child," she said. “We must be 
willing to hear the children, but they must 
be secure in the fact that decisions will be 
made by adults. ’ 

The importance of parents in the 
movement towards a better deal for chil¬ 
dren was echoed by Quebec Education 
Minister Jacques-Yvan Morin in a later 
address. 

Although governments may try to pro¬ 
vide better services for children, “noth 
ing durable can be accomplished without 
the participation of the parents," he said. 

The 1,200 participants in the confer¬ 
ence, most of whom belong to a branch of 
the World Organization for Pre-School 
Education in their own countries, are 
now expected to lobby their governments 
to implement some of the ideas brought 
forward during the meetings. 

Among the ideas presented were that 
stronger links should exist between par¬ 
ents and teachers and that child-care 
professionals should be more sensitive to 
children’s community and social back 
ground. 

The World Organization for Pre-School 
Education is an independent bodythat 
works with UNESCO and UNICEF.

Canada’s health care goals termed ambiguous 


MONTREAL (CP) — The goals of Canada's health¬ 
care system are "ambiguous, multiple and inherently in 
conflict with one another," says a top health-care admin¬ 
istrator. 

Dr. Carl Meilicke. director of health services for the 
University of Alberta, told a meeting of health-care 
administrators here that unless past mistakes are soon 
remedied, history may continue to repeat Itself. 

Speaking to a meeting of the Canadian and Ameri¬ 
can hospital associations. Meilicke said the develop¬ 
ment of Canada's health-care system has been char¬ 
acterized by disjointed growth, “with too little rational 
order governing the relationships within and between the 
programs established.” 


Health administrators can no longer expect to solve 
the easy and obvious problems of the past, be said. 

Some choices, such as serving a growing number 
of elderly citizens, will be forced on professionals by 
pure demographics, "but our choices will continue to 
reflect power politics among vested interests more than 
rational assessments of social need," Meilicke said. 

"And given the shortage of adminstrative and re¬ 
search resources, I predict that the selection of health¬ 
care priorities and programs will be rather random in the 
future.” 

The added problem of decision-makers with inade¬ 
quate education, he said, will bog the health-care 
system down further. 


Meilicke. who also works for the Alberta govern¬ 
ment. suggested that education requirements for admin 
strators, researchers and planners, be sharply in¬ 
creased. 

More informed public debate and discussion of health 
priorities and options should also be encouraged, he said. 

“I do believe that even with a major new committ¬ 
ment to the task of improving the quality and increas¬ 
ing the quantity of personnel, it will take all of the 1980s to 
even begin to meet the deficiencies.” 

Winding up the convention Thursday, Washington 
State Governor Dixy Lee Ray accused governments 
in Canada and the United States of eroding hospital 
autonomy with increased state regulation and inter¬ 


ference. 

"The hospital field is very well aware of the need 
for co-operation between stale and private sector.' 
Miss Ray said. 

"But It is becoming increasing difficult to main 
tain a balance (of power) with Increasing govern¬ 
ment regulation and interference.” 

Conceding she was not very well informed about 
Canadian health policies, she did note that Canadian 
governments handle most hospital bills in the coun¬ 
try, whereas the U.S. government pays only St per 
cent of the costs. 

“1 would tend to think there is that much less au¬ 
tonomy in Canada." she said.

BOSTON (AP) — The 
Massachusetts Supreme 
Court says a woman can 
sue her husband if she slips 
and falls on an icy 
sidewealk that ho has 
failed to shovel and sand. 


The unanimous ruling 
sent the case of Shirley 
Brown vs. William Brown 
back for trial in a lower' 
court where it was dis¬ 
missed last year. 


The court said its own 
1970 decision allowing a 
woman lo sue her husband 
for injuries suffered in an 
auto accident opened the 
way for the first time in 
Massachusetts for lawsuits 
between spouses. 

Noting that other states 
allow spouses to sue each 
other in certain types of 
accident claims, the court 
said Mrs. Brown should at 
least get a chance to prove 
her case in court. 

Mrs. Brown slipped and 
broke two pelvic bones 
while walking from her 
Wakefield home to a drive¬ 
way, said court papers. Her 
husband had left home an 
hour earlier, 7 a m., to go to 
his construction job in Bos¬ 
ton. . 

Her $35,000 suit claimed 
Brown was “careless and 
negligent in his mainte¬ 
nance” of the walks and 
failed to leave them in a 
safe condition for his wife. 

Brown's lawyers said it 
was unreasonable to expect 
a husband leaving for work 
that early to stop and take 
care of the sidewalks. < 

They said the state’s 
equal-rights amendment 
made the wife equally li¬ 
able for the care of the 
property, and it would be 
“sex-based" and illegal to 
make the husband solely 
responsible. 


PRINCE GEORGE, B.C. (CP) — Hospital officials 
are going to import nurses from Great Brltlan this fall 
in an attempt to ease a serious shortage. 

Prince George Regional Hospital has closed 63 beds 
and has a backlog of 1,300 patients waiting for elec¬ 
tive surgery because of the shortage. 

Glen Penwarden, executive director of the hospi¬ 
tal, said a committee of nurses and administrators 
will try to determine the reason for the shortage by 
listening to complaints and comments from nurses. 

Results of a recent questionnaire showed long shifts, 
extra shifts and overtime caused a high turnover in 
nursing staff. 

About 70 per cent of local nurses leave within 18 
months of joining the hospital and two-thirds of nurses

Ontario food marts 
give in, tag wares 


TORONTO (CP) — On¬ 
tario supermarket chains 
have bowed to the will of 
the consumer and will keep 
individual price stickers on 
products, the Ontario con¬ 
sumer and commercial re¬ 
lations minister said here. 

Frank Drea said the su¬ 
permarkets—Dominion, 
Loblaws and Steinberg's 
(Miracle Food Mart)— had 
been asked to respond to a 
government survey that 
showed consumers basic¬ 
ally support an electronic 
scanning system at'the 
checkout desk but oppose 
the removal of individual 
price stickers. 

Stickers are not needed 
by the scanning device, 
which records prices from 
markings on food wrap¬ 
pers. In stores using the 
system, prices appear only 
on the supermarket shelf. 

Drea told the Ontario 
legislature in June that 
consumers oppose the lack 
of individual pricing be¬ 
cause it makes comparison 
shopping difficult and pre¬ 
vents shoppers from keep¬ 
ing track of price changes. 

Drea said electronic 
checkouts will continue in 
stores already using the 
system but price tags will 
be returned to producLs. 

“What is needed, and the 
supermarkets agree, is 


confidence in the market¬ 
place—where the consum¬ 
er knows what is going on 


and is therefore capable of 
making the proper deci¬ 
sions,” Drea said.

In some hospitals, em¬ 
ployees are not taught how 
to evacuate patients, what 
to do in case of fire or how 
to implement emergency 
procedures. 

Ken Collier. B.C.'s direc¬ 
tor of fire safety, called an 
emergency meeting of 
local assistant fire com¬ 
missioners to begin an in¬ 
vestigation into the fre 
quency of visits, staff 
training and inspections of 
hospitals after the recent 
fire in Mississauga, Ont., 
where 21 elderly people 
died. 

Although Collier’s find¬ 
ings and recommendations 
are not expected to be 
ready for at least 10 days, 
he says there seem to be 
problems at some hospi¬ 
tals. Inadequate staff and 
lack of training among em¬ 
ployees are two major defi¬ 
ciencies. 


The Hospital Act re¬ 
quires that staff receive 
"regular instructions on 
duties and responsibilities 
in the event of a fire.” 

But in some hospitals fire 
safety measures are lack¬ 
ing. Fire drills are not held 
regularly, flashlights are 
being used in power short¬ 
ages because of a lack of 
emergency lighting and in 
some cases severely handi¬ 
capped patients are being 
housed upstairs. 

Under the rules, patients 
who cannot walk or climb 
stairs unaided have to be 
bedded on the ground 
floor. 

Andy Rose, inspector of 
private homes for the 
health ministry, says a 
policy recommending fire 
drills not less than every

three months is not en¬ 
forced.

And there are other peo¬ 
ple who take their umbrella 
to work on a sunny day 
because they just know it’s 
going to rain if they leave it 
at home. 

Horse trainer June An 
derson, who wears four 
horseshoe charms for luck, 
is serious about supersti¬ 
tion when it comes to sad¬ 
dling winners at Exhibition 
Park race track.

The report of economic 
consultant Garth Edge that 
any government derision 
on a fixed-link between 
Vancouver Island and 
Mainland should be de¬ 
layed two years has not 
dampened Science Minis¬ 
ter Pat McGeer's enthusi¬ 
asm for the idea. 

McGeer said Tuesday 
that he wasn't particularly 
surprised by Edge's find¬ 
ings because the basic con¬ 
tent of his report appeared 


to agree that eventually a 
fixed link would be essen¬ 
tial. 

"In the full stretch of 
lime two years is insignifi 
cant," McGeer said. “Two. 
four or even six years 
would also be insignificant. 
The fact is that we are 
going to have a fixed link in 
position before the end of 
this century. I'm convinced 
of that. And that means we 
have to start planning and 
planning carefully, now." 


McGeer admitted that a 
two-year delay before a de¬ 
cision is made would make 
it impossible to get the 
tunnel-bridge under way 
before 1986, the year Van¬ 
couver hosts an interna¬ 
tional exhibition on trans¬ 
portation. 

"It would be tough to get 
it in place for 1986," 
McGeer said, "but it won't 
be too tough to get it in 
place by the turn of the 


century. And when you con¬ 
sider it would take four to 
six years to build, we need 
to make a decision within 
the next three or four 
years.” 

He said he was convinced 
that a decision favoring a 
fixed-link would be made 
within that period of time. 

The next phase of stu¬ 


dies. McGeer said, would 
attempt to precisely pin 
down costs. “We are not 
that close on costs, and that 
is really the key," he said. 

Edge's report stated that 
if the fixed-link could be 
built for $3 billion or less “a 
strong case can be made 
supporting its construc¬ 
tion.” But he added that his 


minimum cost for the pro¬ 
ject came in the neighbor¬ 
hood of *4 billion cost. 

He recommended that 
the B.C. Ferry Corp pro¬ 
vide the main transport¬ 
ation links for the next few 
years but admitted that in 
the not too distant future 
the fixed-link would be¬ 
come essential.

Pub nod ‘depends 
on party leanings 9 


When two Social Credit 
Party workers got the go- 
ahead to develop a neigh¬ 
borhood pub, there was 
more froth in the Legisla¬ 
ture than in the beer steins. 

The trouble started when 
Mike Pridie sought permis¬ 
sion to open a neighborhood 
pub in North Delta. He 
made two appearances be¬ 
fore Delta municipal coun¬ 
cil but failed to win sup¬ 
port. 

Then along came the 
brothers Robert and Gerry 
Olma with a similar appli¬ 
cation for a neighborhood 
pub near a North Delta 
shopping centre. They re¬ 
ceived civic blessings and 
eventually pre-clearance 
from the ministry of con¬ 
sumer and corporate af¬ 
fairs which, through the li¬ 
quor branch, controls 
neighborhood pub licences. 

The Olma brothers arc 
well known Social Credit 
supporters. Pridie leans to¬ 
ward the NDP. 

The matter bubbled to 
the surface in the Legisla¬ 
ture Tuesday with Norman 
Levi (NDP—Coquitlam— 
Maillardville) and Opposi¬ 
tion Leader David Barrett 
asking the questions. 

They wanted to know of 
Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs Minister James 
Nielsen why Pridie had 
been rejected, while the 
Olma brothers had been 
accepted, and they wanted 
to know if it was true that 
the Olma brothers were 
staunch Socreds who 
worked in last year's elec¬ 
tion for deputy speaker 
Walter Davidson. 

At first, Nielsen said he 
couldn't recall the details 
of either application or the 
reasons for rejection of one 
and the acceptance of the 
other. 

But midway through the 
questioning he produced a' 
staff memo which stated 
that Pridie, “an NDP sup¬ 
porter,” had wanted to 
open his neighborhood pub 
"next to a Catholic church 
in a ramshackled building 
which was also the NDP 
campaign office.” 

That application was un¬ 
acceptable to Delta coun¬ 
cil, the LCB and the minis¬ 
ter. 

The Olma brothers want¬ 
ed to build a new building 
near a Shopping centre and 
were therefore given the 
pre-clearance go-ahead, 
Nielsen said. 

Outside the House, Bar¬ 
rett said Nielsen's admis¬ 
sion was proof that neigh¬ 
borhood pub licences were 
based on political affilia-

tion. “He gave the evidence 
that they check political af- 
filiatons before granting a 
licence. The NDPer was 
turned down; the Socred 
got his licence.” 

Nielsen said that was 
"nonsense, the applica¬ 
tions were entirely differ¬ 
ent. One was in a ram¬ 


shackled building near a 
church, the other for a new 
building near a shopping 
centre.” 

So far, the LCB has re¬ 
fused licences for neigh¬ 
borhood pubs actually in¬ 
side shopping centres, and 
Nielsen said that thinking 
prevailed.

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Allmand blaming

Share the party line, Bell told

OTTAWA (CP) - Liberal MP Warren Allmand has 
iterated the Trudeau government of directly contributing 
to inflation by its current policies. 

In a letter to Prime Minister Trudeau made public 
Tuesday, Allmand expressed his "deep concern about 
major increases in consumer prices, which have taken 
place lately and which will occur in the months to come." 

Rises in food and fuel prices will lead "to double digit 
inflation" and will contribute to "higher wage demands in 
negotiations for collective agreements." he said. 

Allmand, who once served as Trudeau's consumer 
affairs minister, said the government has also fed 
inflation by imposing quotas on imported shoes and 
clothing. "One may wonder whether the present govern¬ 
ment and its . . . servants pay sufficient attention to the 
consumers' point of view when they make decisions." 

But Allmand offered his services to the prime 
minister "to help in whatever way" he can. 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Canadian Radio-television 
and Telecommunications 
Commission has ruled that 
any Bell Canada subscrib¬ 
er already possessing a 
Bell telephone in his home 
or office may connect 
others produced by differ¬ 
ent companies to Bell lines 
at no extra charge. 

The decison of the fed¬ 
eral regulatory agency, re¬ 
leased Tuesday, says Bell 
must allow subscribers to 
link their own telephones, 
private branch exchanges 
or key systems to Bell lines 


if their gear is produced by 
Bell or meets existing stan¬ 
dards set by it or the U.S. 
Federal Communications 

Commission. 

A private branch ex¬ 
change works as a switch¬ 
board connecting offices in 
different parts of the coun¬ 
try. 

Bell Canada officials 
were not immediately 
avalable for comment. 

Commission spokesman 
Ken Wyman said in an in¬ 
terview that the decision is 
an interim one and may be 
overturned when the 


agency reaches a final de 
cision on the issue after 
public hearings in the 
spring of 1981 

He also said Bell may not 
charge subscribers for the 
use of Bell lines connected 
to non-Bell equipment. 

But all subscribers who 
wish to use their own equip¬ 
ment must own a Bell-pro¬ 
vided telephone and the lo- 
cation of the new 
equipment must have been 
wired by Bell Canada. 

Bell rules say its equip¬ 
ment and wiring may not 
be rearranged or attached 


to anything but company- 
provided equipment except 
by special agreement or 
unless specified in its tar¬ 
iffs. 

But the company asked 
to amend the rule so that 
only equipment approved 
by the federal communica¬ 
tions department could be 
hooked up to Bell lines. 

Bell now must also give 
subscribers two years no¬ 
tice of major technical 
changes and six months no¬ 
tice of minor changes likely 
to affect equipment com¬ 
patibility.

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Arab entrepreneurs leave Britain for U.S. market 


LONDON (AP) — The Arab boom in Britain has 
gone bust 

Fed up with the country's rising prices and disgusted 
with what they regard as the greed of some London 
entrepreneurs, many of the oil rich Arabs who poured 
billions of dollars Into Britain's economy during the 
1970s are moving to the United States. 

"They were being ripped off .... I don't blame them 
for going away,” lamented James McCormack, a Lon¬ 
don car rental agent who has leased Rolls Koyces 
and Mercedes autos to the Saudi royal family. 

"It has gotten so bad that as soon as Britons see an 
Arab coming, they charge prices that look like tele¬ 
phone numbers.” 


"The Arabs have packed their tents and run away.” 
the London Daily Mail said in a recent editorial "Brit¬ 
ain. and especially London, has killed the goose that 
laid the golden egg." 

Although Arabs account for only six per cent of 
Britain's total number of foreign visitors, they make 
up nearly It per cent of Britain's tourist revenue, 
according to the British Tourist Authority 

It says Middle East visitors poured the equivalent 
of $1 billion into Britain's tourist trade in 1978. the 
year when the Arab spending spree reached its height. 

However, since then the number of visitors has de¬ 
clined. 

About £38.000 Arab tourists came to Britain in 1978. 


But the number decreased by M.MO in 1979 and is expected 
to go down by an additional 1M.9M by the end of 1900. 
tourist officials say. 

"There is a steady decline but hopefully it won’t 
be a disastrous one," said David Barrow, chief of the 
authority's Middle Eastern desk which is trying to lure 
the Arabs back to Britain. 

“My own feeling is that we,(iave made many, many 
mistakes.” 

The last straw apparently has been the British 
economy itself. 

Last year Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher raised 
value added tax, or VAT, on practically everything except 


fresh food from eight per cent to 19 per cent — causing 
prices to soar 

Britain's inflation rate this year has surged past 21 
per cent and a strengthening pound has made the 
Arabs' buying power in Britain weaker than ever. 

The car-hire business with Arabs, for example, is 
down as much as 75 per cent this year compared 
with 1978 and 35 per cent less clothing is being bought by 
Middle East tourists. 

The consensus among shop owners, government offi¬ 
cials and others involved in the tourist trade is that the 
Arabs see greener pastures in the United States, especial¬ 
ly in California and Florida that have warm climates not 
unlike their homelands.

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Direct sales high-profile business in this country 


TORONTO (CP) — The term direct sales employe* 
used lo bring to mind the Puller Brush man. pound¬ 
ing the pavement in the ultimate free enterprise in¬ 
dustry. 

But today the direct sales employee Is more likely to 
be a woman working part-time throwing sales parties 
for friends rather than the man scratching to make a 
living from a suitcase full of dreams. 

Although long-standing companies like Fuller Brush. 
Watkins Products Inc. and Encyclopedia Brttannica Pub¬ 
lications Ltd. are still at work, upstart companies like 
Mary Kay Cosmetics Ltd. and Amway of Canada Ltd. with 
aggressive recruiting techniques, spectacular growth 
figures and legions of distributors, have made It a 
high-profile business. 

The Industry aa a whole is recording growth of about 


18 per cent annually says Direct Seners' Association 
president Leonard Webster. 

About ISO, SO* Canadians work in this segment of 
retailing which bypasses stores and middleman, selling 
directly to consumers, usually in their homes. 

Direct sales companies say although suburban malls 
curtailed the need for catalogue shopping and Ca¬ 
nadians used to distrust the door-to-door salesmen. Ca¬ 
nadians yearn for the personal touch missing In crowded 
downtown stores. 

Direct sales companies also claim to provide em¬ 
ployment for thousands of Canadians yho had never 
considered running their own businesses. *■ 

Donna Matthews. 32, Is one of the minority in direct 
sales who realizes a dream of personal fortune, and pulled 
in a paycheque of more than $8,000 last month. 


She started working for Mary Kay Cosmetics two 
years aga, making aa $85 investment In a beauty 
showcase she could tuck under her arm. 

Now a senior sales director with almost 130 sales¬ 
men under her, Ms. Matthews earns enough money to 
support her husband and three children. 

She was recently awarded one of the company's 
pink Cadillacs when her unit sold more than $00,000 
worth of merchandise in six months. 

But Ms. Matthews is the exception, not the rule, in 
the world of direct sales. In fact, what turns many peo¬ 
ple away from the Industry Is the distasteful material¬ 
ism involved In the sales pitches. 

Mary Kay Cosmetics Inc., a Dallas-based company 
popular In Canada and the U.S., is one company that 
realizes a high level of material success. Sales for 1980 are 


expected to be more than double the amount of last year's 
profit for Its Canadian subsidiary. 

Amway is another profitable Company, selling house 
hold products at an enormous growth rate and projecting 
revenues of more than $1 billion internationally in the 
fiscal year ending Aug. 31. 

Companies whose results are not as successful in¬ 
clude Electrolux (Canada) Ltd. and Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica. 

The direct sales industry may face changes. The in¬ 
dustry, which has a somewhat tarnished reputation 
because it has always operated as free enterprise, is 
undergoing alterations because of federal and provincial 
laws on consumer rights and corporate behavior.

Hoffa case still a mystery after five years 

Labor leader simply vanished

DETROIT (UPI) - The 
nows broke the mid-sum¬ 
mer calm like a sudden 
storm. 

It was five years ago— 
July 3*. l»7S— that ex- 
Teamsters boss Jimmy 
Hoffa was abducted from 
the parking lot of a sub¬ 
urban Detroit restaurant. 

In a word. Hoffa had van¬ 
ished. And Wednesday, the 
fifth anniversary of his dis¬ 
appearance, the question 
of .what happened to the 
once powerful labor leader 


persists. 

Despite (housindii of tips 
and one of the most Inten¬ 
sive investigations in FBI 
history, the bureau con¬ 
cedes it is no closer to solv¬ 
ing the mystery than it was 
five years ago. 

But the FBI says it hasn't 
given up. 

"We're still hopeful of 
solving this matter," De¬ 
troit FBI spokesman John 
Anthony said. But, he 
added, "We’re no closer to 
solving that case than we 


But Hoffa's son said the 
anniversary of his father's 
disappearance is becoming 
an increasingly trying date 
for the family. This year, 
he said, there will be no 
cameras in his office and 
no interviews. 

“It is still on my mind. It 
Is on my mind all the time," 
he said. “There is not a day 
that passes that I don't 
think about that case."

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New agency helps battered wives 

Members anonymous for fear of violent reprisals 


PORT ALBERNI - A 
new organization dedicat 
ed to supplying support and 
aid to battered wives is the 
latest social agency to be 
added to the Port Albemi 
community service scene. 

It grew out of a series of 
meetings last fall of con 
cerned women, few of 
whom were themselves 
victims of assault by their 
spouses. The women never¬ 
theless felt there was a dis¬ 
tinct lack of recognition of 
the extent of the problem 
and therefore few if any 
services responsible to at¬ 
tempt a solution. 

They took their concern 
to the federal secretary of 
state for the necessary 
funding to conduct a study 
of local conditions. Their 
hope was to find a basis for 
recommending a program 
to aid battered wives. Such 
a plan would employ cur¬ 
rent local services and any 
others they found were 
needed. 

«t 

A “reasonably substan¬ 
tial’ grant was received in 
January of this year and 
the work began on a volun¬ 
tary basis. 

A few months of activity, 
however, showed two 
things: the study was going 
to take longer than they 
anticipated to complete, 
and some practical interim 
assistance could be under¬ 
taken. 

Thus by June, additional 
grants were applied for and 
received to open a small 
downtown office under the 
name of the Port Albcrni 
Womens Resources, with 
two full time workers. An 
application was put into 
the provincial government 
jto have the organization 
’ made a charitable society. 

•The two office workers 
made most of this informa¬ 
tion available but asked 
tha, in accordance with 
the' policy of the new so¬ 
ciety, they remain anony¬ 
mous. 

“We have been advised 
that in dealing in an area of 
this nature, we arc better to 
rimain unknown,” one of 
the women told the Colo¬ 
nist. 


"Now that we are actual¬ 
ly into dealing with specif¬ 
ic cases, as well as continu- 
irtg to conduct the study— 
which incidentally we hope 
to conclude by the end of 
September—we are the 
possible focus of resent¬ 
ment and even revenge by 
» group of men who have 
proven that they are violent 
nature. So all our mem¬ 
bers remain as anonymous 
aj> possible.” 

•As to the study itself, the 
gfoup has not concluded all 


its findings by any means 
but has reached some ten¬ 
tative conclusions. 

First, the members feel 
that the incidence of wife¬ 
beating is no higher in this 
city than it is elsewhere.

meeting of the city council. 

It was a matter of mak¬ 
ing the council aware that 
they were now operational 
in the community, she said, 
what they were attempting 
to do, and of the fact that 
once their study was com¬ 


pleted they would almost 
inevitably be coming back 
to the city for assistance in 
obtaining a transitional 
house. 

“IT WAS indicated to us 
that the city doesn't feel it 


has any such building 
available to us. but they 
also agreed that the neces¬ 
sity for such a facility 
could well be confirmed by 
our findings, and that they 
would do all they could to 
help,” the spokesman said. 


So. aside from providing 
what assistance they can, 
making themselves known 
to other social agencies and 
as many community or- 
possibie—“we know we're 
ganisations and clubs as 


going to have to appeal for 
charity funding on this”— 
the immediate aim of the 
new organisation Is to com¬ 
plete its study, prove its 
point and get a start on 
obtaining a transitional 
house. 


AFTER that? 

“There are a lot of other 
factors, things like phsyco- 
logical battering which is 
lhe beginning of physical 
abuse, that need attention, 
but we can only take one 
step at a time," said the 
spokesman. “This Is a very 
old problem, and it Is only 
recently coming out of the 
closet. We'll Just do as 
much as we can.”

Canadian government 
statistics indicate there Is 
domestic violence between 
husband and wife every 
year in one family in 10. 


The majority of such 
cases feature the battering 
of the wife, although there 
are similar cases in which 
the husband is beaten. 


Age of economic status 
have little to do with the 
situation and it is rarely a 
one-time occurrence. Alco¬ 
hol is involved in about 60 
per cent of the cases. 


Locally, the RCMP de¬ 
tachment, the Family 
Guidance Service, the 
Friendship Lodge and the 
human resources depart¬ 
ment all offer some as¬ 
sistance to battered wives. 


But there is no single cohe¬ 
sive program, particularly 
where children are in¬ 
volved. 


“The RCMP is called 
upon most often to deal 
first with protecting a bat¬ 
tered wife," the spokes¬ 
man said, “and they do a 
fine job as farws they are 
able. But of course they can 
only concern themselves 
w ith the actual assault and 
provide the woman with 
some idea of what she can 
do or where she can go for 
help. 


"They are being ex¬ 
tremely supportive of our 
initial efforts and have sent 
a good many women to us. 
That’s really all we can 
expect. 


“SIMILARLY, human 
resources will assist a 
woman financially when 
she has no other means— 
and this is often the case— 
to supply shelter and food 
and so on. But unless the 
case is one already under 
welfare, such funding is ex¬ 
tremely short term. 


"The Friendship Lodge 
can help, but not when 
there are children in¬ 
volved, and that is the case 
in the majority of the 
women we have seen so 
far. 


“Similarly, Family 
Guidance will provide guid¬ 
ance and where possible 
will attempt to have the 
husband come in for guid¬ 
ance and discussion as 
well. 


"IT ALL helps, but what 
faces many of these women 
is where to go with children 
for recovery and safety, 
and then how to provide 
financially for herself and 
them if she decides to re¬ 
main apart from the hus¬ 
band." 

So the PAWR has already 
decided, without conclud¬ 
ing the study, that the first 
priority will be the estab¬ 
lishment of a "transitional 
house” somewhere in the 
city to accommodate bat¬ 
tered wives and their chil¬ 
dren until she is back on her 
feet. 

There are only nine such 
houses in B.C'., four of them 
on the Lower Mainland, one 
in Victoria and one in Nan¬ 
aimo. The organisation has 
already directed some 
women to the Nanaimo fa¬ 
cility. 


“WE CAN say right now, 
without completing our 
findings, that this in the 
single most important 
thing we hope to accom¬ 
plish,” the spokesman 
said. 

With this in mind, several 
members of the organiza¬ 
tion visited the early July

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Murder gore: ‘Life cheap now, getting cheaper’ 

Younger offenders surface on crime books 


TORONTO (CP) - "It s 
crazy." said the police offi¬ 
cer, sickened by the gory 
slayings. “People are 
being killed for less and 
less these days. 

"Life is cheap now and 
getting cheaper.” 

The Sunday calm of the 
residential street was more 
sombre than usual that re¬ 
cent morning and residents 
spoke in hushed terms of 
their slain neighbors as 
four mutilated bodies were 
removed from a cosy bun¬ 
galow to the morgue. 

ROBBERY WAS the sus 
pected motive. 

Across town on the same 
weekend, two elderly 
men—one a First World 
War amputee—were beat¬ 
en viciously by a young 
man at a hostel. Robbery 
again, said police.

Violent crime in Metro¬ 
politan Toronto would ap¬ 
pear to be on the increase. 

AS OF JULY 27, there 
were 30 slayings this year 
compared with 24 the same 
period last y*ar. As of July 
23, there were 6,562 report¬ 
ed cases of assault and 
wounding compared with 
6,123 the previous period, 
97 reported rapes com¬ 
pared with 129,59 bank rob¬ 
beries compared with 31, 
271 purse-snatching* com¬ 
pared with 232, and 859 
other holdups compared 
with 725. 

However, Police Chief 
Jack Ackroyd, who took 
over the top job this year, 
doesn’t like to interpret 
year-to-year or month-to- 
month crime statistics as a 
pattern. He prefers to look 
at long-range trends. 

For example, he said, 
total crime in Toronto in¬ 
creased by 80 to 90 per cent 
during the 1960s and by only 
10 to 50 per cent during the 
1970s. 

"WE CAN’T establish a 
pattern for the 1980s by 
six-month statistics. 

"And there's no single 
cause or cure for crime. We 
can't just pull out a band- 
aid and apply it to a single 
area." 

But Ackroyd noted there 


appears to be more crime 
by younger people and a 
greater number of report 
ed cases of assault and 
wounding. 

“BUT I WOULD hope we 
can establish a better trend 
in this decade," he said. 
“For example, there will 
be fewer boys and girls in 
the 16- to 18-age group.” 

However, the statistics 
he dislikes show even youn¬ 
ger offenders. Violent 
crimes by juveniles under 
16 rose 13 per cent in Toron¬ 
to last year. 

Sgt. Pat Post, head of the 
police youth bureau, de¬ 
scribed it as “nothing less 
than frightening." 

“TEN YEARS ago it was 
almost unheard of for one 
child to attack another with 
a knife,” he said, noting an 
increasing number of juve¬ 
niles involved in knife at¬ 
tacks, shootings and sexual 
offences. 

Sgt. Post said violent 
young offenders are 
"street-wise, dangerous 
criminals,” who commit 
carefully planned, sophis¬ 
ticated crimes. 

“They are bored, restless 
and lacking in all respect 
for law and authority.”

OTHER CITIES across 
the country have problems 
as well, although on a lower 
scale in some cases. 

As of July 29, there were 
six slayings in Winnipeg 
this year, the same as in the 
corresponding 1979 period. 
However, robberies with 
violence increased by 30 
per cent during the first 
five months, assaults by 30 
per cent and rapes by 29 per 
cent. 


Montreal recorded 21 
slayings in the first half of 
1980 compared with 34 in 
the first half of last year. 
There were also 133 rapes 
and 4,061 robberies there 
this year. For all of 1979, 
Montreal had 74 slayings, 
269 rapes and 7,066 rob¬ 
beries. 

EDMONTON police re¬ 
ported eight slayings in the 
first six months but had no 
comparable figure for last 


year. However, they said 
violent crime dropped by 
six per cent in 1979 from the 
previous year. 

And then there's Charlot¬ 
tetown, where Police Chief 
Charles Ready said there is 
“almost no violent crime, 
except common assaults of 
the domestic type.” 

THERE HASN’T been a 
slaying there in more than 
two years. 

By comparison. Phila¬ 


delphia, a city slightly 
smaller than Metro Toron¬ 
to, reported 385 slayings 
last year compared with 
352 in 1978. Robberies In¬ 
creased to 8.838 from 7.069 
and reported rapes to 838 
from 724. » 

Nationalist feuds and or¬ 
ganized crime have erupt¬ 
ed from time to time in 
Toronto. 

THE RECENT bombing 
of a travel agency in the 
city’s west end was sus¬ 
pected to be linked to a 
long-standing feud be¬ 
tween two Yugoslav 


groups. Serbians and Croa- 
ttans 

It wouldn't be the first 
time. In 1977 three Serbian 
men were blown up while 
making a nitroglycerine 
bomb in a Toronto garage 
and two Croatians were 
killed on another occasion 
when a home-made dyna¬ 
mite bomb exploded. 

Meanwhile, fears so far 
have proved unfounded 
that the death early this 
year of Michele (Mike) 
Racco may lead to in¬ 
creased violence in Toron¬ 
to’s Italian immigrant 
community.

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Hurricane slams Haiti, toll rises 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) — Hurricane 
Alien, one of the most dangerous storms ever 
in the eastern Caribbean, slashed at Haiti’s 
southern coast Tuesday night and then 
headed for Jamaica with its deadly winds 
hitting 272 kilometres an hour. 

At least Iwo people were reported killed in 
Haiti, which shares the island of Hispaniola 
with Ihe Dominican Republic. 

The storm claimed 16 lives Monday In a 
devastating blow at the tiny island of St. 


Lucia. Eight deaths had been reported ear¬ 
lier. and officials said eight irmrc bodies 
were found Tuesday in the towns ot Soufriere. 
and Choiseul. . 

A radio distress call said two people 
perished when a boat capsized in the wind- 
tossed harbor of Port au Prince, the Haitian 
capital, as the eye of the storm swept within 
32 kilometres of Haiti’s southwestern coast.- 

Haiti’s national radio said there was 
heavy damage in the coastal cities of Les 


Cayes and Jacmel and it was feared there 
were some deaths. It said the roofs of many 
of the building in Les Cayes blew away, 
roads were washed out and there was heavy 
flooding. 

An official at the agricultural ministry in 
Port au Prince said it was believed that the 
coffee crop, a major source of income for 
Haiti, had been virtually destroyed. 

In Ottawa, an external affairs spokesman 
said the Canadian embassy in Barbados 


reported Tuesday that there was no word of 
deaths or injuries to Canadians on that island 
or on St. Lucia. 

Jamaica is expected to receive the full 
force of the hurricane early today, and 
Prime Minister Michael Manley went on 
national radio and television Tuesday night, 
urging residents in low-lying areas to ‘ move 
out now." He added, “I ask for God’s bless¬ 
ing for this night.” 

Forecaster Miles Lawrence at the U.S. 


National Hurricane Centre in Miami. Fla., 
said the possibility of the hurricane hitting 
the United States was "something we won’t 
know about for two or three days.” 

Miami is about 920 kilometres north- 
northwest of Kingston, and Cuba lies be¬ 
tween Jamaica and Miami. 

At 9 p.m. EDT, the U.S. National Weather 
Service in Miami said the "one-in-a-century 
type storm" was less than 32 kilometres

U.S. sets free 171 1 inside 
detained Iranians 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
171 pro-Khomeini Iranians 
held in a federal prison 
since demonstrations last 
week in Washington were 
freed Tuesday night and 
came to New York City for 
Islamic prayer services. 

“There is no longer any 
reason to hold these indi¬ 
viduals," said Henry 
Dogin, district director of 
Ihe Immigration and Natu¬ 
ralization Service in New 
York. "They are legally 
and lawfully” in the United 
States. 

The four busloads of Ira¬ 
nians arrived at Ihe Is¬ 
lamic Seminary in New 
York and were greeted by 
supporters bearing a post¬ 


er of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. 

As the men filed off the 
buses and entered the red- 
brick mosque, some 
brushetT their hands over 
Khomeini’s picture. 

Some shouted "Long live 
Khomeini” and some 
youths in a crowd of about 
50 neighborhood residents 
shouted “Let our people 
go. ” a reference to the 52 
U.S. hostages still being 
held in Iran. 

Four Iranians who had 
beenjin hospital because of 
Ihe hunger strike were re¬ 
leased in satisfactory con¬ 
dition and accompanied the 
others to New York, prison 
officials said. 


Authorities took 172 men 
to a federal prison at Otis- 
ville, N.Y., and 20 women 
to a jail in New York on 
Friday, after they were ar¬ 
rested on disorderly con¬ 
duct charges during a dem¬ 
onstration in Washington, 
D C., on July 27. The char¬ 
ges were dropped, but the 
group was transferred to 
the custody of the Immi¬ 
gration and Naturalization 
Service and the Bureau of 
Prisons to see if all had 
valid visas. 

Dogin said that of the-172 
taken to Otisville, 168 were 
students with legal visas, 
two were legal permanent 
residents and one was a 
legal visitor. 


Belgian states set up 


BRUSSELS (Reuter) — The Belgian 
parliament approved a bill today granting 
partial autonomy to Ihe country's rival 
Dutch- and French-speaking regions. 

The bill, approved by 156 votes to lh, 
establishes regional assemblies and ex- . 
eculives in Dutch-speaking Flanders and 
French-speaking Wallonia. 

But the contentious issue of Ihe status 


of Brussels, a mainly French-speaking 
city surrounded by Flemish territory and 
with a powerful Flemish minority, was 
not discussed. The future of the capital, 
destined to become a third semi autono 
mous region, will not be decided until 
1982. 

The two regions will control 10 per cent 
of the national budget. 
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Alcan bows to court , 
increases river flow 
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VANCOUVER (CP) — The Aluminum Co. of Cah- 
ada began discharging more water into the Nechako 
River on Tuesday after being told by the B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court to obey a federal fisheries department 
order. ' 

The decision, rendered in Vancouver by Mr. Justice 
Thomas Berger, increases water flow through the Skins 
Lake spillway south of Burns Lake into the salmon river in 
central B.C., an Alcan-spokesman said. 

Alcan lawyers were considering what action to take. 

Berger’s decision, taken after Alcan and the fisher¬ 
ies department quarrelled over how much water was 
necessary in (he Nechako to project migrating and 
spawning salmon, ordered the company to obey dis¬ 
charge rates set by the department. 

Alcan, which uses diverted water from the Ne¬ 
chako to produce hydroelectricity for its smelter at Kiti- 
mat, had argued that the 600 cubic feet a second it was 
allowing through the spillway was enough to protect 
the fish. But the government said 8,000 was required to 
ensure no harm came to the salmon through warm 
water. 

Berger said disputes over natural resources were 
not easily resolved, but "someone must have the power to 
determine the discharges of water that will be neces¬ 
sary." 

“The question is whether the minister or Alcan should 
exercise that power. The minister represents the pub¬ 
lic interest. The’ power must ultimately be his.” 

The judge said he did not consider Alcan’s decision 
last week to ignore the federal order a flouting of the 
law because the company's lawyers had advised that the 
order was unconstitutional. ^ 

“I have reached the conclusion, however, that Alcan 
must obey. There will be an order directing Alcan to 
comply with the minister's directives.” ' 

Berger called the 8.000 feet a second "reasonable," 
in that it went no further than what was thought to be suffi¬ 
cient to protect the fish. He said if further evidence indi¬ 
cated the water flows demanded by the government 
were not necessary, the order could be abandoned. 

The judge called the case "a classic case of conflict 
over resource management in a federal system." 

Alcan had been given a licence to impound the head 
waters of the Nechako—the Fraser River’s second-lar¬ 
gest tributary—by the province in 1950. but Fisheries 
Minister Romeo LeBlanc had concluded that not enough 
water was being released to protect salmon. 

The judge said hq did not agree with Alcan's argu¬ 
ment that Parliament had usurped the role of the courts 
by giving the fisheries minister power to determine the 
limits of federal jurisdiction. 

On the other hand, the minister could do things 
necessary to protect the fishery but could go no fur¬ 
ther. 

Under the federal order, the government had ordered 
Alcan to release 8,000 cubic feet a second of water 
through the spillway into the upper Nechako until Aug. 20. 
The order called then for a decrease to 1,100 cubic feet 
until March 31,1981, followed by an increase to 2,000 cubic 
feet until June 30,1981. 

But the company instead increased the flow to 7,000 
cubic feet until July 27 and then cut down to 600 cubic, 
feet, arguing that the large volumes were not needed be¬ 
cause water temperatures were dropping and the threat 
to fish was gone. The fisheries department was unduly 
alarmed, the company argued. 

About one million sockeye salmon use tributaries 
of the Nechako for spawning and rearing and fisheries sci¬ 
entists say the river has a potential of five to six million 
sockeye. About 1,000-chinook salmon also spawn in the Ne¬ 
chako. 


Manpower fronts Amway recruiter 


OTTAWA (CP) — Manpow¬ 
er counsellor Bruce Ennis has 
been cited for naked abuse of 
his government position after 
he tried to recruit unemployed 
job-seekers to sell Amway 
beauty products for his person¬ 
al financial gain. 

The comment is contained in 
a decision by the Public Service 
Staff Relations Board dismiss¬ 
ing an appeal by the Toronto 
counsellor against a three-day 
suspension imposed on him 
after an unemployed man told 
Ennis' superiors what he was 
up to. 

THE DECISION, written by 
deputy chairman David Kates, 


contains a strong condemnation 
of the Ennis scheme and urges 
the government to be aggres¬ 
sive in issuing conflict-of-inter¬ 
est guides to public servants. 

Kates said unemployed citi¬ 
zens, many of them desperate, 
were entitled to an assurance 
that private, confidential infor¬ 
mation they gave to employ¬ 
ment counsellors would not be 
used for personal gain. 

"Mr. Ennis’ activities in ex¬ 
ploiting that information for his 
personal advancement 
amounts in my view to a blatant 
and naked abuse of the trust 
inherently attached to Ills posi¬ 
tion,” the Kates report said. 


WHEN THE unemployed 
man, Michael Bartly, went to a 
Canada Employment and Im¬ 
migration Commission office 
seeking a job last September, 
Ennis told him there were no 
vacancies in his field of exper-. 
tise—sales—in the town of Mid¬ 
land, Ont., where he wanted to 
work. 

However, Ennis handed him 
a business card containing his 
own name, a telephone number 
at the government manpower 
office and the date and place of 
a meeting at which he could 
find out about an unspecified 
"business opportunity." 

IT TURNED out that Ennis 


was recruiting distributors of 
Amway products for the beauti¬ 
cian and related industries. 
Ennis would receive a commis¬ 
sion from sales made by any 
distributors he recruited. 

Feeling he had been de¬ 
ceived, Bartly left the meeting 
early and reported the incident 
to managers at the manpower 
office. 

As a taxpayer, he said, he 
felt it was wrong for an official 
to use government time and 
facilities for personal gain. 

"I strongly object to this 
type of handling of anyone and 
feel that Bruce Ennis is affect¬ 
ing the integrity of the manpow¬ 


er organization by soliciting 
people who come to manpower 
for assistance and are subject¬ 
ed to a cheap scheme of this 
sort,” Bartly wrote in a state¬ 
ment describing the events. 


KATES NOT only refused to 
overturn the suspension im¬ 
posed on Ennis, he suggested 
three days was a lenient pun¬ 
ishment. 

In addition, Kates expressed 
concern that Ennis failed on the 
witness stand during the hear¬ 
ings on his case “to acknowl¬ 
edge or recognize that he com¬ 
mitted any wrongdoing at all.”

Jimmy wins 
public nod, 
Billy to tell 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The White House said Tues¬ 
day that President Jimmy 
Carter’s report on the Billy 
Carter affair won praise 
from the American public. 

And Billy, the president's 
brother, announced that he 
would disclose to U.S. Sen¬ 
ate investigators what he 
did with money he received 
from Libya. 

Although White House 
counts showed the public 
response to the president’s 
report to the Senate and a 
news conference Monday 
on the Billy affair to be 
largely favorable, the key 
question was the effect on 
the Democratic national 
convention delegates com¬ 
mitted to President Carter. 
They will not be heard from 
until next week, when the 
party meets in New York 
City to choose its presiden¬ 
tial nominee for the No¬ 
vember U.S. election. 

The White House rush to 
produce the 99-page, 13,- 
000-word report on what 
Carter and his aides knew 
about Billy Carter’s ties 
with the radical Libyan 
government, and when 
they knew it, was geared to 
putting the president’s case 
before a special Senate 
subcommittee. 

The subcommittee is in¬ 
vestigating Billy’s ties to 
Libya and is trying to de¬ 
termine whether the White 


House interfered in the 
U.S. justice department in¬ 
vestigation of Billy 
Carter's relations with the 
Libyan regime. 

At his news conference, 
the president said no one in 
his administration sought 
to manipulate the justice 
department investigation, 
wfhich led July 11 to Billy 
Carter's, registration with 
the department as an agent 
of the Libyan government, 
and he insisted that his 
younger brother did not In¬ 
fluence policy toward the 
radical North African 
country. 

Tuesday, Billy Carter 
told reporters in Americus, 
Ga., that he did not plan to 
make public his disposal of 
the Libyan money, which 
he said was an instalment 
on a half-million-dollar 
loan, although he said he 
would tell the Senate inves¬ 
tigators what he did with 
it. 

The Atlanta Journal re¬ 
ported that Billy used part 
of the money to pay $45,000 
in back taxes to the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Service and to 
repay a $25,000 loan. The 
president's brother refused 
to comment on the news¬ 
paper. report, but said ‘he 
would tell the Senate sub¬ 
committee how he spent 
the money ifJie was asked. 
He said he wouhfuot make 
the information public. 
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New agency helps battered wives 


PORT ALBERN1 — A 
new organization dedicat¬ 
ed to supplying support and 
aid to battered wives is the 
latest social agency to be 
added to the Port Albcmi 
community service scene. 

It grew out of a series of 
meetings last fall of con¬ 
cerned women, few of 
whom were themselves 
victims of assault by their 
spouses.

Locally, the RCMP de¬ 
tachment, the Family 
Guidance Service! the 
Friendship Lodge and the 
human resources depart 
ment all offer some as¬ 
sistance to battered wives.

Fun centre enjoys happier image 


NANAIMO — Not that 
long ago, it seemed that 
the Nanaimo Regional 
District’s Beban Park 
recreation complex was 
constantly in the head¬ 
lines. 

The headlines weren’t 
the encouraging sort 
either. They told stories 
of poor staff morale, legal 
wrangles over the details 
of building the five-year 
old complex and prob 
lems in running the physi¬ 
cal plant. 

Some of Beban Park's 
problems are still waiting 
to be ironed out. but the 
huge complex has had 
a much lower profile and 
happier image recently. 

John Furlong, manager 
of Beban Park for 10 
months now, is pleased 
with the over-all improve¬ 
ment in the complex's 
image and said that the 
major goal of the staff is 
to continue to upgrade 
both image and opera: 
tion. 

Furlong's arrival on the 
scene last October was a 
result of effort by re¬ 
gional board and citizens 
advisory committee to 
solve the problems at 
Beban Park. 

For some time it 
seemed the region would 
hand the whole thing over 
to the city of Nanaimo. 
But directors from Ga- 
briola. Cedar, Extension 
and Lantzville, who pay 
part of the Beban Park 
tax bill, balked. 

Instead, the region de¬ 
cided to take back opera¬ 
tion of the complex, can¬ 
celling its agreement with 
the city for joint mainte¬ 
nance. 

The region went along 
with the citizens commit¬ 
tee and hired a manager 
for Beban Park, it also 
appointed an advisory 
commission. 

Those seem to have 
been the decisions that 
turned Beban Park 
around. 

Those decisions, and 
time, have produced a fa¬ 
cility of which the entire 
region can be proud 

Time has erased the 
bitter news of construc¬ 
tion cost overruns. The $6 
million price tag today 
seems like a bargain 

Furlong, in an inter¬ 
view with the Colonist. 
estimated that to build 
a facility similar to Beban 
Park today would cost 
$12-13 million 

"Beban Park was 
ahead of its lime, and 
even today it’s something 
special," he said. 

The quality of the build¬ 
ing. its pleasing colors 
and atmosphere, make 
the public expect, and de¬ 
serve. quality recreation 
services. Furlong added. 

The complex is unique 
among recreation facili¬ 
ties. he said, because of 
its low-key atmosphere. 

"11 lends itself to hav¬ 
ing someone come in and 
just sit down and relax. 
And yet in the more active 


areas, it lends itself to 
high-class activities." 

I’lanningincludcs capita¬ 
lizing on the building's low- 
key atmosphere. 

Staff is hoping for a 
lounge-snack bar area in 
the main part of the social 
centre by year’s end. 

With Beban Park’s ex¬ 
cellent kitchen facilities, 
the region could either run 
its own operation, or lease 
out the facility. 

“We’d like to be able 
to provide the sort of so¬ 
cial atmosphere that it's 
often difficult to provide 
in a recreation complex." 
Furlong said. 

This sort of facility would 
change Beban Park from a 
place that a person drops 
by for only one activity, to a 
community meeting place. 

That proposal, like other 
future plans would require 
support of the advisory 
commission and regional 
board. 

Recently, the board, on 
recommendation of the 
commission, agreed to a 
trial period of beer sales 
at some sporting events at 
Beban Park’s Frank Crane 
Arena. 

Furlong gives the-com¬ 
missioners and regional 
directors high marks for 
being willing to experiment 
with such a controversial 
topic. 

If nothing else, the deci¬ 
sion should cut down on 
the problem staff has had 
with broken glass from 
beer bottles smuggled in. 

Furlong sees the decision 
to make beer available in a 
"comfortable, restricted 
atmosphere" as less of a 
problem than the smuggled 
liquor has caused. 

There have been physi¬ 
cal changes at Beban Park 
recently, to attack some of 
the complaints the public 
had about the complex. 

A $2. r >.000 project in the 
social centre auditorium 
has added a versatile front 
stage and provided new 
curtains and an electrical 
uplift. 

"We ll be able to make 
a lot more use of the audi¬ 


torium now,’’ Furlong 
said. 

In the swimming pool 
area, the ticket office has 
been moved to a more vis¬ 
ible location, to cut down on 
vandalism problems in the 
lobby. And, there is a new 
set of stairs, so handi¬ 
capped and elderly can 
have easier access to the 
pool. 

A $6,000 project for the 
arena is one of which 
Beban Park staff are "in 
finitely proud," Furlong 
said. 

The staff has just put 
finishing touches to a wood¬ 
en floor which can be put 
down right over the arena 
ice, making the facility- 
more flexible during 
months the ice is in. 

"We can use it for la¬ 
crosse, roller skating, any¬ 
thing a gymnasium floor 


would be used for," Fur¬ 
long said. 

The source of the staff's 
pride in the floor is that 
they made it themselves— 
at a small fraction of the 
$ 60,006 it would have cost to 
buy. 

the 150 section floor fits 
together like a giant jigsaw 
puzzlh and ban be installed 
in three to four hours. 

The assembly-line pro- 
doctWn of the floor fol¬ 
lows Furlong’s philosophy 
that the facility’s staff 
should do as much of the 
building projects as pos¬ 
sible. 

"We like to do the work 
in-house. We have a very 
capable staff." 

the staff of about 55 
permanent full-time work¬ 
ers, and up to 15 part-time 
and seasonal employees 
are working together like a 
team. 


... ¥: 


"We’ve worked really 
hard on staff morale. The 
quality of our programs 
are a direct reflection of 
that,” Furlong said. 

lie cites an example of 
the good staff morale: 
When the region wanted 
to gather names on a peti¬ 
tion supporting its bid for 
the B.C. Winter Games, 
staff members, volunteer¬ 
ing their own time, were 
able to gather 1,173 names 
on a 96-foot petition on a 
weekend blitz. 

Furlong believes that 
staff enthusiasm, reflect¬ 
ed in programs, is a fac¬ 
tor in the increase in use 
being experienced by 
Beban Park. A survey at 
the first of the year showed 
that use of facilities was 
rising by 1,500 people a 
week—a trend, which, if it 
continues, would mean a 20 
per cent increase in users 
this year compared to last 
year’s high of 500,000. 

There arc still a few 
problems to be solved. One 
major one is strictly for the 
birds: the feathered crea¬ 
tures love the roof so much 
they arc creating serious 
damage. 

The birds sit on the 
cables that hold up the 
roof of the pool-arena com¬ 
plex, then swoop d6wn and 
peck holes in the foam 
roofing. 

The result is water run¬ 
ning under the foam, caus¬ 
ing it to lift and bubble. 
Staff have been able to pre¬ 
vent any major damage but 
the region plans to test pro¬ 
posed solutions to the prob¬ 
lem before deciding on a 
major repair project. 

Another Beban Park 
problem is really more of a 
question mark about the 


future of the facility. The 
region owns the 128-agre 
site of which the recreation 
complex occupies only a 
small part. The future of 
the rest of the grounds has 
been a topic of hot contro¬ 
versy at the regional 
board. 

Some directors maintain 
that the referendum which 
approved Beban Park au¬ 
thorizes money for the 
building only. As a result, 
only minimal amounts 
have been spent on the 
grounds. 

The region has leased 
some of the grounds to 
local service groups for 
such activities as rodeos, 
automobile racing and 
agricultural fairs. 

Furlong hopes that a 
master plan, being con¬ 
sidered by the commission, 
will help clarify the future 
of the grounds. 

Whether or not the re¬ 
gion decides to spend any 
money on the grounds, the 
master plan could help 
clarify what use should be 
made of the site, a prime 
recreation property. 

This summer, the region 
opened a campground on 
part of the Beban Park 
grounds, to handle over¬ 
flow from Nanaimo area 
campgrounds. 

That project has been a 
success and could be a 
valuable use for part of 
the property, Furlong said. 

He said he believes the 
complex has come through 
its period of trauma well. 

"I think we've developed 
a good public image and 
credibility. We'll still al¬ 
ways make mistakes but 
the important thing is to 
admit our mistakes and 
try to correct them next 
time.”

' The RCMP is called 
upon most often to deal 
first with protecting a bat 
tered wife," the spokes¬ 
man said, "and they do a 
fine job as far as they arc 
able. But of course they can 
only concern themselves 
with the actual assault and 
provide the woman with 
some idea of what she can 
do or where she can go for 
help. 

"They are being ex¬ 
tremely supportive of our 
initial efforts and have sent 
a good many women to us. 
Thai’s really all we can 
expect. , 

•’SIMILARLY, human 
resources will assist a 
woman financially when 
she has no other means- 
arid this is often the case— 
to supply shelter and food 
and so on. But unless the 
case is one already under 
welfare, such funding is ex 
tremely short term. 

"The Friendship Lodge 
can help, but not when 
there arc children in¬ 
volved, and that is the case 
in the majority of the 
women we have seen so 
far. . o 

"Similarly, Family 
Guidance will provide guid¬ 
ance and where possible 
will attempt to have the 
husband come in for guid 
ance 'and discussion as 
well. 

"IT ALL helps, but what 
faces many of these women 
is where to go with children 
for recovery and safety, • 
and then how to provide 
financially for herself and 
them if she decides to re 
main apart from the hus¬ 
band." 

So the PAWR has already 
decided, without conclud¬ 
ing the study, that the first 
priority w ill be the estab¬ 
lishment of a "transitional 
house" somewhere in the 
city to accommodate bat 
tered wives and their chil¬ 
dren until she is back on her 
feet. 

There are only nine such 
houses in B.C.. four of them 
on the Lower Mainland, one 
in Victoria and one in Nan¬ 
aimo. The organisation has 
already directed some 
women to the Nanaimo fa 
cility. 

“WE CAN say right now. 
without completing our 
findings, that this in the 
single most important 
thing we hope to accom¬ 
plish,'' the spokesman 
said. 

With this in mind, several 
members of the organiza 
lion visited the early July 
meeting of the city council. 

It was a matter of mak 
ing the council aware that 
they were now operational 
in the community, she said, 
what they were attempting 
to do, and of the fact that 
once their study was com¬ 
pleted they would almost 
inevitably be coming back 
to the city for assistance in 
obtaining a transitional 
house. 

“IT WAS indicated to us 
that the city doesn't feel it 
has any such building 
available to us, but they 
also agreed that the neces¬ 
sity for such a facility 
could well be confirmed by 
our findings, and that they 
would do all they could to 
help," the spokesman said. 

So, aside from providing 
what assistance they can. 
making themselves known 
to other .social agencies and 
as many community or¬ 
ganisations and clubs as 
possible—“we know we’re 
going to have to appeal for 
charity funding on this’'— 
the immediate aim of the 
new organisation is to com¬ 
plete its study, prove its 
point and get a start on 
obtaining a transitional 
house. 

AFTER that? 

“There are a lot of other 
factors, things like phsyco- 
logical battering which is 
the beginning of physical 
abuse, that need attention, 
but we can only lake one 
step at a time, ” said the 
spokesman. "This is a very 
old grpblem, and it is only 
recently coming out of the 
closet. We ll just do as 
much as wc can."

He helped 
to make 
^Victoria 
garden city 


Raoul Kobillard has left more of a mark on Victoria 
and Vancouver than many a developer, but ironically 
he is almost unknown in the city he helped make into 
the city of gardens. 

Kobillard, now a spry 83 years old, is not an entre¬ 
preneur in the development sense of the word. He’s 
more into the embellishment of concrete and stone, 
and has been since 1917. 

HE IS WHAT TODAY has been given the grandilo¬ 
quent term of “landscape architect," although he refers 
to himself more humbly qb a gardener—a semi-retired 
gardener. 

Robillard's brother Andre—who ran the Sooke River 
Hotel for many years and was head salmon roast- 
er.at All Sooke Days right up until his death at 62 in 
1956—is better known in the Victoria area, among old- 
timers at least. 

But to Raoul has gone the mixed pain and pleasure of 
visiting Victoria in recent years and seeing large ex¬ 
panses of the city he helped landscape grow up. 

.. A VANCOUVER RESIDENT since the Second World 
War, Kobillard came to Victoria in 1910 with his father, 
mother and brother after an explosive incident across the 
road from their home on Vancouver’s Seymour Street 
involving a labor dispute that year. 

’’It was the Dufferin Hotel (at 900 Seymour) under 
construction that did it. They were using scab labor and 
someone managed to put a pile of dynamite in there and 
set it off about midnight, blowing the windows out of our 
home right across the road. 

“WE CAME ACROSS on the CPR's Princess of 
Victoria for 25 cents one Sunday and walked up to Fort and 
Broad, where we passed the Pemberton real estate 
office. Major Holmes, soon to marry a Pemberton girl, 
came out and told us how difficult it was to obtain 
houses to rent in Victoria," he said. 

"We ended up living in the screened-off hallway of 
an apartment at the top end of Douglas in what was 
then known as the ’Hindu area’-of town." 

While his father worked as a gardener and his moth¬ 
er attempted to get a catering business started, the 
young Kobillard got a job on the carpet floor of 
Weiler’s furniture store. (The Weiler Block still stands in 
downtown Victoria.) 

THERE HE MET the wife of Premier Richard 
McBride, who bought some carpeting for the house the 
couple were building in the Rockland area, and it wasn’t 
long before Raoul was into the landscaping business 
With his father. 

There were contracts for all the old Victoria fami¬ 
lies—the Pembertons, the Agnews, the Kers, the Ar- 
buthnots and the Rithets in the Rockland-Riclrmond 
and south Oak Bay areas, before the family won the 
job of landscaping the empty limestone quarry at 
Tod Inlet that soon became famous as the Butchart 
Gardens. 

“We went out there in 1917, and worked for 24 
years, supervising and advising on work on the 25 
acres, with pitifully-paid Chinese coolies doing most 
of the manual work," he said from his West Van¬ 
couver home. 

“WE MADE SUCH a success of the gardens that my 
ipother, who by now had established the catering 
business—and insisted that us two boys learn both 
trades—suggested We try to create a similar tourist 
attraction ourselves.” 

The family, driven around in Rolls Royce and Cadil¬ 
lac cabs owned by a friendly Victorian, hunted all over 
Vancouver Island for a suitable site, one with the contours 
of the Tod Inlet site but with perhaps some other natural 
advantages. 

They settled on buying the beautifully-situated Bclve- 
dere-Sooke Harbor Hotel with some surrounding acreage 
in 1923, but shortly afterward his father suffered a stroke 
and was completely paralysed. 

“IT CHANGED all our family plans, because we had 
to make arrangements to look after mother and father, so 
we got into making the hotel a paying proposition 
first." 

In 1928, they felt they had the hotel on a sound eco¬ 
nomic footing, and the paving of the road to Sooke 
made the property look salable, but then the Depres¬ 
sion came before a buyer could be found. 

"In 1934, a man who was never charged set fire to 
five hotels in B.C. and they burned to the ground. One 
of them was the Belvedere," he said. The same year his 
mother and father died and were buried in Ross Bay 
efmetery.

’ ‘ “I CAME BACK to Vancouver, although we rebuilt a 
smaller hotel on the property down by the highway 
(today’s Sooke River Hotel.)” 

’ In 1939, he joined the army, believing that his 
French background (he was born at the village 0 
Goulet in Normandy) would be of great help when 
the Allies returned to France. 

Two years later, he learned he would not be 
sent overseas because of his age, and finally mar 
Tied a longtime sweetheart, Marie-Andree Bidel, the 
sister of the wife of the French consul in Vancou 
ver. 

It was a long-delayed marriage. He and Marie 
Andree had waited for more than a decade because 0 
family, financial and finally patriotic circumstances.

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Hurricane slams Haiti, toll rises 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) — Hurricane 
Allen, one of the most dangerous storms ever 
in the eastern Caribbean, slashed at Haiti's 
southern coast Tuesday night and then 
headed for Jamaica with its deadly winds 
hitting 272 kilometres an hour. 

At least two people were reported killed in 
Haiti, which shares the island of Hispaniola 
with the Dominican Republic. 

The storm claimed 16 lives Monday in a 
devastating blow at the tiny island of St. 


Lucia. Eight deaths had been reported ear¬ 
lier, and officials said eight more bodies 
were found Tuesday in the towns of Soufricre 
and Choiseul. 

A radio distress call said two people 
perished when a boat capsized in the wind 
tossed harbor of Port au Prince, the Haitian 
capital, as the eye of the storm swept within 
32 kilometres of Haiti’s southwestern coast. 

Haiti's national radio said there was 
heavy damage in the coastal cities of Les 


Cayes and Jacmel and it was feared there 
were some deaths. It said the roofs of many 
of the building in Les Cayes blew away, 
roads were washed out and there was heavy 
flooding. 

An official at the agricultural ministry in 
Port au Prince said it was believed that the 
coffee crop, a major source of income for 
Haiti, had been virtually destroyed. 

In Ottawa, an external affairs spokesman 
said the Canadian embassy in Barbados 


reported Tuesday that there was no word of 
deaths or injuries to Canadians on that island 
or on St. Lucia. 

Jamaica is expected to receive the full 
force of the hurricane early today, and 
Prime Minister Michael Manley went on 
national radio and television Tuesday night, 
urging residents in low-lying areas to "move 
out now." He added. “I ask for God's bless¬ 
ing for this night." 

Forecaster Miles Lawrence at the U.S. 


National Hurricane Centre in Miami. Fla., 
said the possibility of the hurricane hitting 
the United States was "something we won't 
know about for two or three days.” 

Miami is about 920 kilometres north 
northwest of Kingston, and Cuba lies be¬ 
tween Jamaica and Miami. 

At 9 p m. EDT, the U.S. National Weather 
Service in Miami said the "one-in-a-century 
type storm" was less than 32 kilometres

U.S. sets free 171 
detained Iranians 



NEW YORK (AP) —The 
171 pro-Khomeini Iranians 
held in a federal prison 
since demonstrations last 
week in Washington were 
freed Tuesday night and 
came to New York City for 
Islamic prayer services. 

"There is no longer any 
reason to hold these indi¬ 
viduals," said Henry 
Dogin, district director of 
the Immigration and Natu¬ 
ralization Service in New 
York. "They arc legally 
and lawfully” in the United 
States. 

The four busloads of Ira¬ 
nians arrived at the Is¬ 
lamic Seminary in New 
York and were greeted by 
supporters bearing a post¬ 


er of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. 

As the men filed off the 
buses and entered the red- 
brick mosque, some 
brushed their hands over 
Khomeini’s picture. 

Some shouted "Long live 
Khomeini” and some 
youths in a crowd of about 
50 neighborhood residents 
shouted "Let our people 
go.” a reference to the 52 
U.S. hostages still being 
held in Iran. 

Four Iranians who had 
been in hospital because of 
the hunger strike were re¬ 
leased in satisfactory con¬ 
dition and accompanied the 
others to New York, prison 
officials said. 


Authorities took 172 men 
to a federal prison at Otis- 
ville, N.Y., and 20 women 
to a jail in New York on 
Friday, after they were ar¬ 
rested on disorderly con¬ 
duct charges during a dem¬ 
onstration in Washington. 
D.C., on July 27. The char¬ 
ges were dropped, but the 
group was transferred to 
the custody of the Immi¬ 
gration and Naturalization 
Service and the Bureau of 
Prisons to sec if all had 
valid visas. 

Dogin said that of the 172 
taken to Otisville, 168 were 
students with legal visas, 
two were legal permanent 
residents and one was a 
legal visitor.

Belgian states set up 


BRUSSELS (Reuter) — The Belgian 
parliament Tuesday granted partial au¬ 
tonomy to the country’s rival Dutch- and 
French-speaking regions. 

The bill establishes regional assemb¬ 
lies and executives in Dutch-speaking 
Flanders and French-speaking Wallonia. 

The contentious issue of the status of 
Brussels, a mainly French-speaking city 


with a powerful Flemish minority and 
destined to become a third semi-au¬ 
tonomous region, will be decided in 1982. 

The new regional bodies will control 
cultural matters, public health, roads 
and urban projects. Major decisions on 
financial policy, as well as military, 
legal and educational affairs will remain 
in the hands of the central government. 
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Alcan bows to court , 
increases river flow 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The Aluminum Co. of Can 
ada began discharging more water into the Nechako 
River on Tuesday after being told by the B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court to obey a federal fisheries department 
order. 

The decision, rendered in Vancouver by Mr. Justice 
Thomas Berger, increases water flow through the Skins 
Lake spillway south of Burns Lake into the salmon river in 
central B.C., an Alcan spokesman said. 

Alcan lawyers were considering what action to take. 

Berger’s decision, taken after Alcan and the fisher¬ 
ies department quarrelled over how much water was 
necessary in the Nechako to protect migrating and 
spawning salmon, ordered the company to obey dis¬ 
charge rates set by the department. 

Alcan, which uses diverted water from the Ne¬ 
chako to produce hydroelectricity for its smelter at Kiti- 
mat, had argued that the 600 cubic feet a second it was 
allowing through the spillway was enough to protect 
the fish. But the government said 8,000 was required to 
ensure no harm came to the salmon through warm 
water. 

Berger said disputes over natural resources were 
not easily resolved, but "someone must have the power to 
determine the discharges of water that will be neces¬ 
sary.” 

“The question is whether the minister or Alcan should 
exercise that power. The minister represents the pub¬ 
lic interest. The power^must ultimately be his.” 

The judge said he did not consider Alcan’s decision 
last week to ignore the federal order a flouting of the 
law because the company's lawyers had advised that the 
order was unconstitutional. 

“I have reached the conclusion, however, that Alcan 
must obey. There will be an order directing Alcan to 
comply with the minister's directives.” 

Berger called the 8,000 feet a second “reasonable," 
in that It went no further than what was thought to be suffi¬ 
cient to protect the fish. He said if further evidence indi¬ 
cated the water flows demanded by the government 
were not necessary, the order could be abandoned- 

The judge called the case “a classic case of conflict 
over resource management in a federal system." 

Alcan had been given a licence to impound the head¬ 
waters of the Nechako—the Fraser River’s second-lar¬ 
gest tributary—by the province in 1950, but Fisheries 
Minister Romeo LeBlanc had concluded that not enough 
water was being released to protect salmon. 

The judge said he did not agree with Alcan's argu¬ 
ment that Parliament had usurped the role of the courts 
by giving the fisheries minister power to determine the 
limits of federal jurisdiction. 

On the other hand, the minister could do things 
necessary to protect the fishery but could go no fur¬ 
ther. 

Under the federal order, the government had ordered 
Alcan to release 8,000 cubic feet a second of water 
through the spillway into the upper Nechako until Aug. 20. 
The order called then for a decrease to 1,100 cubic feet 
until March 31,1981, followed by an increase to 2,000 cubic- 
feet until June 30,1981. 

But the company instead increased the flow to 7,000 
cubic feet until July 27 and then cut down to 600 cubic 
feet, arguing that the large volumes were not needed be¬ 
cause water temperatures were dropping and the threat 
to fish was gone. The fisheries department was unduly 
alarmed, the company argued. 

About one million sockeye salmon use tributaries 
of the Nechako for spawning and rearing and fisheries sci¬ 
entists say the river has a potential of five to six million 
sockeye. About 1,000 ehinook salmon also spawn in the Ne¬ 
chako. 


Manpower was frorit for recruiter 


OTTAWA (CP) — Manpow¬ 
er counsellor Bruce Ennis has 
been cited for naked abuse of 
his government position after 
he tried to recruit unemployed 
job-seekers to sell Amway 
beauty products for his person¬ 
al financial gain. 

The comment is contained in 
a decision by the Public Service 
Staff Relations Board dismiss¬ 
ing an appeal by the Toronto 
counsellor against a three-day 
suspension imposed on him 
after an unemployed man told 
Ennis' superiors what he was 
up to. 

THE DECISION, written by 
deputy chairman David Kates, 


contains a strong condemnation 
of the Ennis scheme and urges 
the government to be aggres¬ 
sive in issuing conflict-of-inter¬ 
est guides to public servants. 

Kales said unemployed citi¬ 
zens, many of them desperate, 
were entitled to an assurance 
that private, confidential infor¬ 
mation they gave to employ¬ 
ment counsellors would not be 
used for personal gain. 

“Mr. Ennis’ activities in ex¬ 
ploiting that information for his 
personal advancement 
amounts in my view to a blatant 
and naked abuse of the trust 
inherently attached to his posi¬ 
tion," the Kates report said. 


WHEN THE unemployed 
man, Michael Bartly, went to a 
Canada Employment and Int 
migration Commission office 
seeking a job last September, 
Ennis told him there were no 
vacancies in his field of exper¬ 
tise—sales—in the town of Mid¬ 
land, Ont., where he wanted to 
work. 

However, Ennis handed him 
a business card containing his 
own name, a telephone number 
at the government manpower 
office and the date and place of 
a meeting at which he could 
find out about an unspecified 
“business opportunity.” 

IT TURNED out that Ennis 


was recruiting distributors of 
Amway products for the beauti¬ 
cian and related industries. 
Ennis would receive a commis¬ 
sion from sales made by any 
distributors he recruited. 

Feeling he had been de¬ 
ceived, Bartly left the meeting 
early and reported the incident 
to managers at the manpower 
office. 

As a taxpayer, he said, he 
felt it was wrong for an official 
to use government time and 
facilities for personal gain. 

"I strongly object to this 
type of handling of anyone and 
feel that Bruce Ennis is affect¬ 
ing the integrity of the manpow¬ 


er organization by soliciting 
people who come to manpower 
for assistance and are subject¬ 
ed to a cheap scheme of this 
sort,” Bartly wrote in a state¬ 
ment describing the events. 


KATES NOT only refused to 
overturn the suspension im 
posed on Ennis, he suggested 
three days was a lenient pun¬ 
ishment. 
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In addition, Kates expressed 
concern that Ennis failed on the 
witness stand during the hear¬ 
ings on his case "to acknowl¬ 
edge or recognize that he com¬ 
mitted any wrongdoing at all.” 



Billy golfs while brother sweats 

Jimmy wins 
public nod, 
Billy to tell 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The White House said Tues¬ 
day that President Jimmy 
Carter’s report on the Billy 
Carter affair won praise 
from the American public. 

And Billy, the president’s 
brother, announced that he 
would disclose to U.S. Sen¬ 
ate investigators what he 
did with money he received 
from Libya. 

Although White House 
counts showed the public 
response to the president's 
report to the Senate and a 
news conference Monday 
on the Billy affair to be 
largely favorable, the key 
question was the effect on 
the Democratic national 
convention delegates com¬ 
mitted to President Carter. 
They will not be heard from 
until next week, when the 
party meets in New York 
City to choose its presiden¬ 
tial nominee for the No¬ 
vember U.S. election. 

The White House rush to 
produce the 99-page, 13,- 
000 -word report on what 
Carter and his aides knew 
about Billy Carter’s ties 
with the radical Libyan 
government, and when 
they knew it, was geared to 
putting the president's case 
before a special Senate 
subcommittee. 

The subcommittee is in¬ 
vestigating Billy's ties to 
Libya and is trying to de¬ 
termine whether the White 


House interfered in the 
U.S. justice department in¬ 
vestigation of Billy 
Carter’s relations with the 
Libyan regime. 

At his news conference, 
the president said no one in 
his administration sought 
to manipulate the justice 
department investigation, 
which led July 14 to Billy 
Carter’s registration with 
the department as an agent 
of the Libyan government, 
and he insisted that his 
younger brother did not in¬ 
fluence policy toward the 
radical North African 
country. 

Tuesday, Billy Carter 
told reporters in Americus, 
Ga., that he did not plan to 
make public his disposal of 
the Libyan money, which 
he said was an instalment 
on a half-million-dollar 
loan, although he said he 
would tell the Senate inves¬ 
tigators what he did with 
it. 

The Atlanta Journal re¬ 
ported that Billy used part 
of the money to pay $45,000 
in back taxes to the Inter¬ 
nal Revenue Service and to 
repay a $25,000 loan. The 
president's brother refused 
to comment on the news¬ 
paper report, but said he 
would tell the Senate sub¬ 
committee how he spent 
the money if he was asked. 
He said he would not make 
the information public.
